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GLADSTONE AND PARNELL 


QHE EX-PREMIER SPEAKS FOR 
THE IRISH LEADER. 

HE SAYS THE ACCUSERS MUST PROVE 
THEIR CHARGES—THE UNIONISTS AND 
THE CRIMES BILL CRITICISED. 

. Lonpon, April 19.—Mr. Gladstone spoke 

at the dinner given by the Eighty Club this 

svening. He said that the time had arrived 
when it was necessary to measure his own posi- 
tion and the position of the Unionists. He never 
entertained a suspicion that the Parnellites as- 
tociated themselves with crime, and his official 
knowledge was at least as good as that of Lord 

Hartington. -The burden of proof lay upon the 

accusers, not upon the accused, Unless the ac- 

cusers showed a rational probability of the truth 

of their charges they were worthless calumnia- 

tors,and should be shunned as pests of society. 
Continuing, Mr. Gladstvne said he hoped the 

Liberal Uuionists who had abstained from voting 

pn the second reading of the Crimes bill, would 

ultimately rally against coercion. Nothing had 
occurred to make the prospect of home rule 
more hopeless thanit was 12 or even 6 months 
ago, than Mr. Chamberlain’s statement that the 
Round Tabie conference had collapsed because he 
(Gladstone) would not deviate from the provisions 


of his original bill. It was utterly untrue that 
he had tried te induce the Unionists to work 
with the Home Rule Liberals for party purposes 
outside of the Irish question, but had failed in 
bis endeavor. But bitterest of all was the 
sight of Liberals supporting the Coercion 
bill He had hoped that a considerable 
number of the Liberals who had voted 
in faver of the Crimes bill would eventually re- 
fuse te accept the measure unless they were as- 
sured that there would be combined with it a bill 
for the relief of Ireland. For that reason he had 
asked in the House of Commons yesterday the 
question, Would the Government stand or 
fall by its Relief bill as by its Co- 
ercion bill? The evasive answer he received 
showed that the Government meant tu force 
through the Coercion bill and let the Relief bill 
take its chances. He briefly criticised the pur- 
poses and alieged necessity of the bill, ana said 
that the question should be referred tothe judg- 
ment of the nation. He did not wish an early 
dissolution of Parliament, but they must arouse 
refiections on the part of the electors, and he be- 
lieved a dissolution would produce that effect. 
Mr. Gladstone spoke for an hour, 

In the House of Commons this afternoon Mr. 
Caldwell, Liberal Unionist, gave notice that he 
would move for the appointment of a select 
committee to investigate the charge made by 
the 7imes against Mr. Parnell and other Irish 
leaders in connection with crime in Ireland. 

Mr. Netherclift, an eminent chirographic ex- 
pert, has compared the signature attached to the 
Jimes’s Parnell letter with two of Mr. Par- 
hell's signatures, but declines to express a 
positive opinion in the absence of 
further examples. He says there are 
disparities between the signature to the Times 
letter and the two others, and that there are also 
fiisparities between the latter two. He thinks 
the tairest comparison would be with the signa- 
tures of the same date as that of the Times, not 
with signatures recently written foratest. He 
Says that the signature given by the 7imes, if 
false, is a very good imitation, but that it would 
be unfair to give an opinion based upon two 
signatures written for purposes of comparison. 

Lord Randolph Churchill, speaking at Not- 
tingham this evening, said that ifthe Parnellites 
choose to bring an action against the London 
Jimes they need not trustan English jury, be- 
canse they can take proceedings against the pa- 
= in Ireland or Scotland. He would not make 

imstif a party to the accusation, but it might 
be necessary for the House of Commons, inde- 
pendently of the Parnellites, to take action to 
clear itself as a body of the grave charges made 
against a section of its members. Continuing, 
he said that for 45 years Mr. Gladstone had not 
wavered in his reSistance tothe Irish revolu- 
tionary party. It would be difficult to calculate 
how many ersons had been executed 
or  imprisone during that time. He 
did not envy the feelings of Mr. Gladstone when 
the latter remembered the numbers of persons 
Whose lives he had contributed to sacrifice be- 
cause they advocated the same principles he him- 
aelf now advocated. From the time the Crimes 
tll became a law crime would diminish and out- 
rages, terrorism, and intimidation cease. 
Even now the introduction of the 
bil and its reception by Parliament 
had produced in Ireland a most 
beneficial effect. Irishmen would soon tire 
ot paving double taxes to the Na- 
tion League and to the Queen. The 
moment they saw that the Government 
had the power and intention to suppress 
the League all Ireland would acquiesce in its 
suppression. No danger from secret soci- 
eties would arise—first, because the Catho- 
lic church opposed them, and, secondly, 
because whenever 10 persons met secretly to 
plot against the Government there were sure to 
be also 10 persons each of whom was anxious to 
scll to the Government the information. 
{Laughter.] In concluding he referred to 
the Liberal Unionists, denying that he had ever 
intended to speak lightly of them. He dwelt 
strongly upon the necessity of keeping them up 
to the scratch and of combating their natural 
vacillating tendency. 

The Times says: “ We possess several speci- 
mens of Mr. Parnell’s signature, written about 
the date of the disputed document, from which 
we are able to parallel the peculiarities of the 
signature.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: ““Mr,. Parnell is an 
Irishman; toerefore, the Times is allowed to in- 
sult ana lipel him with impunity. We earnestly 
appeal to the members of the House of Commons 
on both sides to do Mr. Parnell justice, and com- 
mit the editor of the Times to the Clock Tower 
for a breach of privileges.” 

Mr. Parnell has gone to Dublin to endeavor to 
Poa the matter of the letter published by the 

Lines, 

Major Saunderson, speaking at Tunbridge this 
evening, reiterated his charges against the Par- 
nellites, and challenged them to adopt the 
means of vindication at their disposal. 

Col. King-Harman, in a speech at Rams- 
gate this eveuing, said it wus true he was a 
Home Ruler in 1870, but the:meaning of home 
rule then was absolutely different from its mean- 
ing now. Then the loyalist party had been 
greatly outraged by certain fogislation intro- 
daced by Mr. Gladstone, and many loyalists 
said that, if lreland was to be thus treated it was 
better to see what her own people could do, but 
they never hinted at separation. 

Three Liberal Unionists voted against the sec- 
ond reading of the Irish Crimes Act Amendment 
bill in the House of Commons last night. Six 
Conservatives, six Gladstonites, ten Liberal 
Unionists, and three Irish Nationalists were ab- 
sent. 

The authorities at Bournemouth have passed a 
resolution welcoming Mr. Daniel Manning tu 
that village, and assuring him of their best 
wishes for his speedy recovery. Mr. Manning is 
stronger aud his health is generally improved. 
lie enjoys walks and drives daily. The weather 
at Bournemouth is balmy. 

A dispatch from Mandalay says that the Dacoit 
leader Hlaco has been killed by one of his own 
tribesmen, and that the villagers are rejoicing 
over his death. 


THE VATICAN AND THE KNIGHTS. 

Paris, April 19,—The Univers says the 
decision of the Holy Office on the Knights of 
Labor question given to Cardinai Gibbons before 
his departure from Rome waa nil innovetur, sig- 
nifying that in view of the representations made 
by the Cardinal in his memorial on the subject 
there was no occasion for intervention on the 
part ofthe church, The Temps also says that 
the Pope has authorized Cardinal Taschereau to 
absolve Knights of Labor from penalties in- 
curred by them as members of the order on con- 
dition that they promise to obey future decisions 
of the Holy See, A Pontifical brief on the Wash- 
ingion University will be given to Bishop Keane, 
of Richmond, Va., to-morrow. 

Romk&, April 19.—The Vatican has been 
informed by the Centre Party in the lower 
house of the Prussian Diet that they will accede 
tr the Pope’s wish and vote for the Ecclesiast- 
ical bill in the form in which it passed the upper 
house, but that they disclaim all responsibility 
for abandoning the amendments they intended 
to offer te the measure in the lower house.

Paris, Apri! 19.—The body of Vicar-Gen- 
eral Quinn has been sent to Havre en route to 
New-York. The clerk at the Hotel de St, Peters- 
bourg, at which Mgr. Quinn was stopping, says 
that his death was sudden. 

The Temps says the malady from which the 
Crown Prince is suffering is cancer of the tongue. 

Soria, April 19.—A Russian war ship en- 
gaged in practice firing off Varna yesterday and 
caused great alarm among the people of the 
town. The Bulgarian authorities have protested 
against a repetition of such firing. 

M. Karaveloff and M. Nikoforoff, the leaders of 
the couspiracy which resulted in the deposition 
of Prince Alexander, have been liberated from 
the imprisonment imposed upon them when the 
preseut Bulgarian Regency assumed power, 

Carro, April 19.—The delegates of the 
new Mahdi had au audience yesterday with the 
Khédive, te whom they presented letters from 
the Mahdi te ths Khédive, the Queen of England, 
aud the Suitan of Turkey. In the letter to the 
Kbédive the Mahdisavs: “It you will recounize 
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we as the true Mahdi you will be saved and we 

will be friends. Otherwise, I will march forward 
aud the same fate will befall you as overtook 
your Generals.” The Mahdi addresses Queen 
Victoria as “ the favorite of her people.” 


BomBAY, April 19.—Parwana Khan, the 
Afghan commander who was sent by the Ameer 
with a force of 5,000 men to avenge the recent 
massacre of Gholam Haider Khan, the Governor 
of Maruf, by the Ghilzais, whose rebellion he 
had set out to suppress, was met ana routed 
south of Ghuzni by the rebels. The Khan of 
Dhir has rebelled against the Ameer. He has 
attacked and defeated the Khan of Bodshora, 
and captured two of the latter’s villages and a 
quantity of breech-loading rifles.

NATIONAL OPERA.

A DISPIRITING RECEPTION IN SAN FRAN- 
cisco. 

SAN Francisco, April 19.—The National 
Opera Company, which arrived in this city about 
noon yesterday, instead of on Saturday evening 
as was at first expected, opened last night 
in “Faust” at the Grand Opera House. 
The delay in reaching San Francisco was 
due to the Union and Central Pacific 
Railroad Companies, which refused to transport 
the company and its extra baggage without sat- 
isfactory evidence that their labor would not be 
in vain. As soon as the necessary funds were 
forthcoming the railroads rushed the troupe 
through at an unusual rate of speed. Considerable 


confusion was occasioned on the arrival by 
the baggage being sent to the opera house before 
the dressing rooms had been assigned. So 
weary from the long journey were many 
of the subordinates that on reachin 

the theatre in the afternoon, insteac 

of attempting to find their misplaced 
baggage; they lay down in convenient corners 
and indulged in the luxury of a sound sleep. 
However, by the aid of an extra force of stage 
carpenters the scenery was got into position, 
and the performance began five minutes past 
the usual hour. 

To those who attended any of the perform- 
ances of Patti in this city or the first nights of 
Edwin Booth’s recent season the appearance of 
the auditorium when the curtain rose was a dis- 
appointment. Several rows of seats in the best 
part of the house were empty, while in the family 
circle and gallery full rows were the exception. 
Nor did the audience afterward increase in num- 
bers. On the contrary before the last act, at 
about 12:30 A. M., many had departed 
and the drop fell on rather a weary 
lot of spectators. Subscribers to the 
guarantee fund of $20,000, rome f all 
of whom were present, were not pleased with 
the outlook for a profitable season, a great crush 
having been anticipated. The following extract 
from the Daily kxvaminer’s review of the per- 
formance fairly expresses the view taken by the 
general public of the tirst appearance of the 
much advertised company: 

“‘Inveterate first nighters, opera goers, and men 
about town more than half filled the Grand Opera 
House last evening to witness the first perform- 
ance of the National Opera Company, and ex- 
pressed considerable enthusiasm at different times 
during the performance. If the leading singers in the 
National Opera Company deserved the same degree 
of praise that can be freely given to the chorus, or- 
chestra, and ballet, there would not be the slightest 
doubt of the success of the season which began last 
night. The only thing the performance of * Faust” 
lacked was the one thing which, in San Francisco 
at least, has always been exacted of the manager of 
high-priced operas, brilliant singing from the prin- 
Cipals in the east.” 

The question was very frequently asked to- 
day around the other theatres, How will the 
members of this big opera company manage to 
get back to New-York? Considerable  sur- 
prise is also expressed that Manager 
Charles E. Locke should have accompanied the 
Company. He had not before been seen in this 
city since he relinquished the Bush-Street Thea- 
tre, several years ago, though he has been man- 
ager of several combinations which have ap- 
peared here in the meantime, the local control 
of which he seemed content to intrust to his

SHOT HIS WIFE AND HIMSELF. 


SEE REE 
RASH CRIME OF A DEMENTED 
ACTOR. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 19.—James Rivers, 
@ Well known actor, stage manager, and drama- 
tist, of this city, who has an extensive acquaint- 
ance among thetheatrical profession throughout 
the country, shot his wife in the right hip 
this afternoon, and then put a bullet 
into his own body, inflicting injuries 
which are supposed to be fatal. Rivers, whose 
stage name is James Reynolds, is about 45 years 
old. He is a Philadelphian by birth, and was 
enonsiderea one of the handsomest men on the 


stage. His wife, Olive Rivers, is about 10 years 
his junior, and the couple have two bright chil- 
Gren. The eldest, Fannie, 1s 17 years old, and 
her brother, Frank, is 14. 

Rivers’s family lived in a boarding house on 
Thirteenth-street, above Girard-avenue. His 
last engagement was with the “Ranch 10” 
combination, in which he managed the 
stage and assumed a minor character. 
One month ago the company disbanded, 
and Rivers returned to his wife and 
children in this city. Since then he has been un- 
able to secure an engagement, and his scanty 
stock of funds was almost exhausted. On Friday 
last he engaged two rooms, the second-story bac 
and trontin Miss Hoff’s boarding house, anhove 
U. C. Warner's grocery store, on the southeast 
corner of Eleventh and Mount Vernon streets. 
He was actively engaged in writing a new 
play, and devoted nearly all his time to 
the manuscript, hoping to complete it in 
time to have it produced next season. 
This mental strain, in addition to his 
financial troubles, is believed to have affecte’ his 
brain, and his friends have noticed that he acted 
strangely for some time. A week ago he bought 
his boy Frank a toy gun and handed itto him 
with the remark: “I’d kill myself and your 
mother too if that would do it.” 

This afternon about 40’clock Rivers was sitting 
ata table in the back roo.a reading some manu- 
script. His wife was seated a few feet away by 
the window sewing. The two children were in 
the front room. Suddenly Rivers sprang from his 
chair, threw the manuscript on the floor, and 
drew from his pocket a new six-barreled 32-cali- 
bre revolver, which he had evidently bought for 
the purpose. His wife screamed and ran to- 
ward the door, and he fired several shots 
after her. Only one bullet took effect, and that 
struck her in the left hip, inflicting a painful 
flesh wound. She managed to drag herself from 
the room, and Rivers put the pistol to his 
head and pulled the trigger, sending a 
shot crashing through his cheek, just below 
the base of the brain. Not content with this he 
pointes the weapon to his left breast, with the 

ntention of shooting himself through the heart. 
His aim was bad, however, and the bullet sank 
into his breast an inch below the heart. 

When the officers arrived they found Mrs. 
Rivers lying groaning upon a bed in the front 
room, While her husband lay unconscious on 
the floor of the back room, The 
floor was covered with blood, which was 
trickling from his breast, and he still 
held the revolver in hisright hand. Dr. Hazael, 
the district surgecn was called in and said that 

Rivers’s wounds were undoubtedly fatal. An am- 
bulance was called and the unconscious man was 
taken to the Pennsylvania Hospital. As he was 
being placed inthe ambulance Rivers recovered 
consciousness and opening his eyes, said: ‘* Well, 
I guess I’ve made a success of it, haven’t I?’ 
Mrs, Rivers’s wound was dressed by Dr. Hazael. 
She refused to seeany of her friends this evening, 
andis said to be half frantic with grief. The 
physicians at the Pennsylvania Hospital said at 
a late hour to-night that Rivers could not pos- 
sibly survive, and that it was extremely doubt- 
ful if he lived until morning.

A PLEASURE TRIP MARRED 


PROBABLE DROWNING 
FOUR MEN IN THE BAY. 

THEIR SAILBOAT FOUND CAPSIZED AND 
ANXIOUS SEARCHERS OBTAIN NO 
TRACE OF THEIR WHEREABOUTS. 


A pleasure party of six men went out for 
a sail on the Bay on Sunday afternoon and it is 
believed that four of them will never be seen 
alive again. The craft in which they embarked 
at Communipaw was cat rigged, 16 feet long, 
and painted white, with green deck and bottom. 
It was owned by Charles Mason, a telegraph 
lineman, of 136 Phillips-street, Communipaw. 
He invited his brother-in-law, Frank Barnett, a 
shipping clerk, of 138 Phillips-street; William 
E, Johnson, another telegraph lineman, of 113 
Phillips-street; Richard Westerman, a clerk, of 
Halliday-street, Jersey City; Walter Robinson, 
of the French Cable Company, at 8 Broad-street, 
this city, and the latter’s brother-in-law, whose 
name is Smith, to go with him on the trip. 

A start was made about 2 o’clock off Murphy 
Brothers’ boathouse, Phillips-street. The wind 
was light from the northwest, the sea anything 
but rough, and the weather quite pleasant. 
Mason, Barnett, and Johnson were experienced 
hands on the water, and nobody who witnessed 
the departure of the boat had any fears for the 
safety of all on board. The pleasure seekers 
certainly saw no danger ahead, for they were in 


the happiest spirits imaginable. Those on the 
Communipaw shore, including the families of 
severalin the boat, saw it last headed toward 
Staten Island. The boat did not return Sunday 
evening as expected, and there were no tidings 
of the party. The relatives and friends of those 
aboard naturally became alarmed, but old water- 
men sald the boat would return safe with such 
veterans as Mason and Barnettin her. Comfort- 
ing words of this kind did not altogether quiet 
the anxious relatives, especially as the wind 
freshened considerably after dark. 

Monday morning came, but no tidings of boat 
ormen. Communipaw was thrown into a fever 
of excitement, and steps were taken to institute 
a search for the missing ones. Telegraph wires 
clicked the news, and the police authorities were 
notitied. Tom Murphy and Nick Roberts made 
atrip of several miles along the Jersey shore, 
while Dan Murphy, Frank Rickets, and Jake 
Littel got the tug Hogan at Jersey City and 
made a tour of the Bay. The _ party 
was traced to Pamrapo, near Bayonne. 
It was learned that the boat put in 
there early Supday evening, and tne men made 
a brief stay at Cuurchill’s Hotel. Robinson and 
his brother-in-law started for this city bv train, 
while the other four returned to the boat for the 
purpose of sailing back to Communipaw. That 
was the last seen alive of the quartet, The safe- 
ty of Robinson and Smith was confirmed yester- 
day by themselves. They said the wind was so 
light when they landed that the boat had to be 
rowed iu. They were very much surprised and 
shocked when told that the catboat had not got 
back trom the starting point and their comrades 
were missing. 

The tug Hogan cruised around Monday night, 
and early yesterday morning those aboard it 
discovered the catboat waterlogged on the beach 
at E.izabethport. They learned that it had been 
tound capsized at 11 A. M. on Monday by the 
crew of the tug Anna Williams between Bedlow’s 
Island and Rubbin’s Reef. The crew righted the 
boat, but, being ignorant of its ownership, towed 
it to the beach after removing the sail. The cat- 
boat had not been taken back to Communipaw 
up to last night for fear of shocking the families 
of the missing men, and the fact of its discovery 
had also been religiously kept from them, 

There is aforlorn hope that Mason, Barnett, 
Johnson, and Westerman may yet come home 
alive, but along the water front in Communipaw 
last night seafaring men said the chances were 
about oneina hundred. From the position in 
which the capsized boat was found they have 
built up the theory that the main sheet got 
afoul of the shad poles at the gill-net fishing 
grounds, and was overturned by a heavy puff 
of wind. The cold water soon chilled the crew, 
and they went to their fate one by one. If this 
is true there is not much chance of the bodies 
being found, as the currents are strong at that 
spot. The search will be resumed to-day along 
the Staten Island, Long Island, aud Jersey 
shores, 

Barnett was 27 years old and had a wife and 
child. Mason was about 42, and his wife is left 
with three children. Johnson’s family consists 
of a wife and tive children, the oidest 15 years 
of age. Westerman also had a wife and child. 
He was employed ina cloth house on Broadway. 
this city. 


DANGEROUS PRACTICE. 


THE LAUNCH HALL SUNK BY A PRE- 
MATURE EXPLOSION. 

NNAPOLIS, Md., April 19.—The torpedo 
steam launch Hall, incharge of Ensign William 
Muir, left the Naval Academy this afternoon at 
4:30 o’clock on torpedo practice. On board were 
Naval Cadets Brown, Scales, Hudson, Ballinger, 
Edinonds, Coleman, R. Berlotte, and Logan, of 
the First Class, and Fireman Suit and Coxswain 
Sullivan. The Hall is about 30 feet long and 10- 
foot beam. On its prow it carried a 30-foot 
beam, with an attachment about 6 feet in 
length, on which the torpedo is placed and 


lowered into position under the water. The plan 
of operation is to set a barrel afloat, affix the 
torpedo in place, lower it under the water, and 
steam up tothe floating barrel, and when the 
torpedo arrives ata point beneath the barrel it is 
exploded. 

Tbe torpedo boat had exploded three torpe- 
does and shattered one barrel, and was about 
to discharge the fourth torpedo. The Hall was 
then off Hern Point Hollow, in 10 feet of water, 
and about 20 feet from the barrel, when the tor- 
pedo prematurely exploded. The launch trem- 
bled convulsively and began to sink. In a min- 
ute and a half it was under water. Some of the 
cadets struck out and swam, others clung to 
that part of the boat which was above water. 
Mr. George Bailey, an oysterman, was coming 
into the harbor in a large batteau, only a few 
hundred yards off. He made, with a fair wind, 
for the submerged launch and gathered up 
the floating cadets and took them to the Acad- 
emy, Where they were all treated to a hot bath. 
No one was injured,

A HEAVY FALLING OFF. 

CuicaGco, April 19.—The decrease in east- 
bound shipments of dead freight from this city 
since the inter-State commerce law went into 
effect has been far more serious than was ex- 
pected. The total shipments by the various 
Central Traffic Association roads for the last 
week in March were 71,376 tons. The first 
week in April shipments were only 45,951 tons, 
a decrease of 25,425 tons. Last week the total 
shipments by those roads dwindled to 30,147 
tons, a still further decrease of 15,804 
tons, or a total decrease in two weeks 


of 41,229 tops. AS some of the 
freight shipped during the last week 
was already in transit when the new law 
went into effect and.was contracted for at the 
low rates tben in effect, it 1s quite cer- 
tain that the shipments hereafter will be 
still lighter. Besides, a great deal of the 
freight which is now being shipped by 
rail will take the lake lines when navigation 
is open, by which time through-rail shipments 
will dwindle down to almost nothing, unless the 
roads should see fit to make a reduction in the 
through rates. 

Some of the weaker lines are already clamor- 
ing for differential rates on the ground that at 
uniform rates they will not be able to 
compete against the strong. The latter, 
however, are firmly determined to allow 
no differential rates to the weak lines, and say 
if the latter do reduce rates they will simply fol- 
low suit, and those lines will then be in no ber- 
ter condition than they are now. In fact, they 
would be worse off, because they would get less 
for the tratlic they carry and the strong lines 
would still get the bulk of the traffic. 

The following statement shows the percent- 
ages of freight carried by each road in the Cen 
tral Trafic Association last week: Baltimore 
and Ohio, 11.1; Chicago and Grand ‘Trunk, 12;

THE TWEED RING RECALLED. 


THE SUIT AGAINST NATHANIEL SANDS 
TO BE TRIED AGAIN. 

ALBANY, April 19.—Memories of the days 
of Boss Tweed and Slippery Dick Connolly were 
revived by a decision of the Court of Appeals to- 
day in the @ase of the Mayor of New-York 
against Nathaniel Sands. In August, 1871, 
Sands was one of the Commissioners of Taxes 
and Assessments in New-York and Richard B. 
Connolly was Controller, and it was charged 
that by a corrupt arrangement between them 
the county was defrauded out of $75,000 of its 


consolidated stock. The Supervisors began an 
action for recovery on Oct. 21, 1873. The 
service of the legal papers was completed 
March 5, 1874. Subsequent legislation having 
transferred the cause of action from the Board 
of Supervisors to the Mayor and Common Coun- 
cil, an order was entered March 22, 1875. The 
action slept over 10 years, and the next step was 
the substitution of Miron Winslow for Ethan 
Allen as defendant’s attorney, May 3, 1885, 
This was quickly followed by the trial and ver- 
dict for the city, before Judge Lawrence, of $146,- 
79147. The General Term affirmed this judg- 
ment. Mr. Sands denied that the action was 
legally brought, and claimed that he had no 
knowledge that Connolly was not authorized by 
law to aliow him the one-half of the per cent. 
that forms the gist of the action, and asserted 
that he received the samein good faith, believ- 
ing that he was legally entitled to receive com- 
pensation for services rendered to the county in 
addition to his salary. 

The Court of Appeals reverses the judgment 
of the lower courts and orders a new trial. Mr. 
Sands is reported to be in jail, confined under 
the provisions of the judgment appealed from 
by him. During the time that the action was 
quiescent he was sojourning outside of the 
State of New-York. On his return it was revived. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., April 19.—John 
Chamberlain, counsel for Nathaniel Sands, who 
has been in the Bridgeport County Jail for two 
years. informed a TIMES correspondent this 
evening that to-morrow at 4:30 o'clock Sands 
would be a free man. When the city of New- 
York got judgment against him Sands fled, but 
was arrested in Norwalk July 22, 1885. He 
claimed that he had no property, and was flung 
into jail. His counsel will lay his case before 
Judge Fenn to-morrow after the jury adjourns, 
andit willtake buta few moments to set him free. 
Sands is very jubilunt to-night. New-York has 
paid his board for two years. He has been un- 
der restraint, but not locked in a cell. He has 
ridden out with Jailer Wells, dined at the family 
table, and devoted his time to reading, playing 
chess, and writing a book. Heis over 60 years 
old, and has white hair and beard. He says he 
has enjoyed himself immensely. He will join 
ee at his home in Brooklyn to-morrow 
night. 


HUSBAND AND WIFE KILLED. 


THE DANGERS OF CROSSING RAILROAD 
TRACKS. 

LANCASTER, Penn., April 19.—A railroad 
accident resulting in the instant death of John 
B. Becker and his wife Catharine, and the serious 
wounding of their daughter-in-law, Mrs. Emma 
Becker, occurred this afternoon at the crossing 
of the Petersburg turnpike and the new cut-off of 
the Pennsylvania Road, almost opposite the Lan 
easter Chemical Company’s works. It appears 
that Mr. and Mrs. Becker and their daughter- 
in-law and her 15-months’ old child, all of 


whom reside ,between Manheimborough and 
Mount Hope, bad been in Lancaster 
on a shopping tour, and at the time 
of the accident (1 o’clock) were on their 
way home. The limited express west was ap- 
proaching the crossing at full speed. Several 
persons who saw the accident say that the en- 
gineer blew his whistle, but Mrs. Emma Becker 
says she did not hear it, though the party heard 
the train approaching. Becker, no doubt, 
thought he could get across the track before the 
train reached him, but he miscalculated the 
speed of the approaching train. In an instant 
the locomotive struck the wagon in which the 
arty was riding and crushed it to pieces. 
fr. Becker and his wife were hurled forward 
and thrown to the right side of the track and 
instantly killed. Mrs. Emma Becker, with her 
baby in her arms, were caught upon the cow- 
catcher and borne along the road for some dis- 
tance, when Mrs. Becker, who had received se- 
vere injury, fell off upon the left-hand side of 
the road. The baby clung to the cowcatcher, 
and after being carried 300 yards tefore the 
train could be stopped, was taken off without a 
scratch. Mrs. Emma Becker ia cut about the 
head, and hercollar bune is broken, but the 
physicians do not consider her injuries serious.

THE DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 

Otrrawa, Ontario, April 19.—Debate on 
the address was resumed in the Senate to-day. 
The Hon. Mr. Power, leader of the Opposition, 
made along speech. Referring to the fishery 
question, he said he did not think that any ar- 
rangement would be arrived at which would be 
honorable to England and the United States and 
at the same time satisfactory to Canada. He 


trusted that the Government would not permit 
American fishermen to fish within the three-mile 
territorial limit, and hoped that the Govern- 
ment would still continue to protect Canadian 
rights as they had been doing. 

In the Commons to-day Mr. Shakespeare, mem- 
ber of Parliament for British Columbia, gave 
notice that he will ask on Thursday whether the 
Government has brought to the attention of the 
imperial authorities the necessity of protecting 
the rights of British subjects engaged in the fish- 
eries in Behrings Sea. The question has been 
Taised in consequence of the seizure of British 
vessels there last year by an American revenue 
cutter. 

The Opposition in the Federal Parliament pro- 
poses to introduce legislation restricting the 
monopoly clauses of the Canadian Pacitic Rail- 
way charter which prevents the construction of 
rival roads in Manitoba to the boundary linein 
a southeasterly direction. Sir George Stephen, 
President of the Canadian Pacific Railway, ar- 
rived here yesterday to discuss the matter with 
Sir John Macdonald. It was decided to grant 
the Manitoba members an interview at an early 
date, when the legal and constitutiooal aspect of 
the case can be gone into.

DAMAGED BY THE GALE. 

Hawirax, Nova Scotia, April 19.—During 
last night and this morning eight more fishing 
vessels which suffered in the recent storm on 
the Western Banks arrived at this port. The 
following are their names: D. A. Wilson, of 
Salem, Mass. She had her headgear and cut- 
water carried away, hawse pipe torn out, steer- 
ing gear disabled, lost anchor and cable, and 
received other damage. She has 60,000 pounds 


of codfish. The Zenobia, of Gloucester, lost 
rudder, anchor, jibboom, 14 tubs of lines, 14 
trawl anchors, a number of buoys, and other 
gear. She has 70,000 pounds of codfish. The 
Ethel Addie, of Portland, had bowsprit and jib- 
stay carried away, hawse pipe torn out, wind- 
lass broken, and received other slight damage. 
The Ella A. Downie, of mer ges lost 950 
fathoms of cable, an anchor, and three dories. 
The Lucretia Jane, of Yarmouth, lost a number 
of sails, and the Edith A., of Pubnico, and 
Wideawake, of Yarmouth, were both more or 
less damaged.

A LOSS TO THE NORTHWEST 


DEATH OF ALEXANDER MITOH- 
ELL IN THIS OITY. 

THE CAREER OF AN HONEST BANKER, A 
FAR-SIGHTED RAILROAD MANAGER, 
AND A CONSERVATIVE POLITICIAN. 

Alexander Mitchell, President of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Railroad, and one 
of the wealthiest men in the Northwest, died at 

his rooms in the Hoffman House just before 2 

o’clock yesterday afternoon. He had been grad- 

ually losing strength for two months, but the 


illness which resulted in his death began only a 
week ago. 

Mr. Mitchell some months ago determined to 
withdraw from active business pursuits, and 
Dec. 1 last, accompanied by the Rev. Dr. Kean, 
his old Pastor, he started from Milwaukee in his 
private car for a trip to his Winter home in 
Florida, whither Mrs. Mitchell had gone some 
time before. At his magnificent place, “ Villa 
Alexandria,” just at the nead of the St. John’s 
River, he devoted himself to the pleasures of a 
Winter resort, spending much time out of doors 
and getting far more exercise than he had ever 
had before. Yet, although he seemed to bein 


the best of spirits, he steadily lost flesh. He had 
always been one of the most methodical of men 
and the change told upon him. 

Three weeks agu Mr. Mitchelland Dr. Kean 
left Florida, reaching this city April 2 and going 
immediately tothe Hoffman House. Two days 
later Mr. Mitchell complained of feeling unwell 
and deveioped feverish symptoms, but he soon 
recovered and was able to go down town, al- 
though the feverish condition returned at inter- 
vals. His son, John L. Mitchell, had joined him 
in the meantime. and, with his son and a party 
of friends, Mr. Mitchell heard Patti sing at the 
Metropolitan Opera House last Wednesday 
night. Sittingin the front of the box, he was prob- 
ably exposed to adraugnt, for before the last 
act he complained of illness and left the opera 
house. So weak was he when his carriage 
reached the hotel that he had to be assisted to 
his room. After that he never left hia bed. 
Dr. Edward Bradley, his physician, found 
that he was suffering from a malarial 
trouble and bronchial pneumonia, from 
which he failed to rally. Dr. M. Mackie, 
his nephew by marriage, was summoned 
from Milwaukee and reached this city Sunday. 
Then a consultation was held with Dr. Janeway, 
but medical skill failed to help the patient, who 
sank intoa state of coma Monday evening and 
never recovered consciousness, Death resulted 
from asphyxia, caused by bronchial pneumonia. 
At the deathbed were John L. Mitchell, the Rev. 
Dr. Kean, and Drs. Mackie and Bradley. News 
of the death was sent to the physician attending 
Mrs. Mitchell, who is ill at her Florida home. 

The body was embalmed yesterday afternoon. 
It will be taken to Milwaukee to-night in Mr. 
Mitchell’s private car, and the burial will take 
place in Forest Home Cemetery, in that city. 
‘The arrangements for the funeral services have 
not yet been made. 

Alexander Mitchell was born Oct. 18, 1817, on 
his father’s farm in the parish of Ellow, in Aber- 
deenshire, Scotland, After studying at the par- 
ish school he spent two years in a law office in 
Aberdeen and was later a clerk ina banking 
house at Peterhead. In May, 1839, the North- 
west was drawing many enterprising young 
Scotchmen from their native land, and Mr. 
Mitchell joined the tide and went to Milwaukee, 
waere he took charge as Secretary of the Wis- 
consin Marine and Fire Insurance Company, 
which had just been organized by George Smith, 
ot Chicago, also a native of Aberdeenshire, who 
knew him there and induced him to come to 
America. It was the era of Western wildcat 
banks, but the banking business which the in- 
surance company under Mr. Mitchell’s manage- 
ment was authorized to conduct was carried on 
in accordance with the sound principles of the 
Scotch system. 

When the season of severest pressure came, 
after the local banks had gone under, a run upon 
Mr. Mitchell’s bank began. He was on hand, 
and, greeting the frightened customers with a 
hearty “Come on, boys, and get your gold,” he 
stood by while his tellers handed out the specie 
with which the bank’s vaults were plentifully 
supplied. Confidence was soon restored, and 
the bank’s success in weathering the storm alone 
gave Mr. Mitchell a reputation which proved 
largely the foundation of his wonderful business 
career. More than a million dollars of certifi- 
cates bearing only the signatures of George 
Smith, President, and Alexander Mitchell were 
out at one time, but they were always vaid in 
gold on presentation, and it has been Mr. Mitch- 
ell’s proud claim thatif any are still in circula- 
tion they can be redeemed in coin at the Wis- 
consin Marine and Fire Insurance Company 
Bank, which was organized in 1852 under the 
State banking law, and is still a powerful finan- 
cial institution of Milwaukee. 

Mr. Mitchell, who became a Director of the 
Milwaukee and Waukesha Railroad in 1848, 
turned his attention more directly to railroaas 
about 18 years ago. At this time he consoli- 
dated the Milwaukee and La Crosse, Milwaukee 
and Prairie du Chien, and Milwaukee and Water- 
town Railroads into the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul, which, with extensions through 
Iowa and Minnesota, has become one of the 
mostimportantin the United States. The suc- 
cess of Mr. Mitchell’s railroad management is 
shown by the fact that the shares of this rail- 
road, which sold at $10 each when the reorgan- 
ization took place, are now quoted at 92. Dur- 
ing the financial troubles of 1873 the affairs of 
this railroad were never obstructed or even 
seriously embarrassed. In 1869 Mr. Mitchell 
was elected President of the Chicago and North- 
western Railway Company, but he held the otf- 
fice only a year, having decided that public 
policy rendered it inadvisable that the two 
great parallel and competing lines of railway 
should be under the same management. 

In politics Mr. Mitchell was a Democrat, but 
with strong conservative instincts. As a prac- 
tical banker he became a Whig, which was the 
bank party in his early days. When the ques- 
tion of slavery created sectional lines he became 
a Republican, and was a firm supporter of the 
Government’s war policies during President 
Lincoln’s Adwinistration and untilafter the war 
closed. He then supported President Andrew 
Johnson’s measures for the rehabilitation of the 
States which had been in rebellion, and in 1868 
he supported Horatio Seymour, the Democratic 
candidate for President, and was himself de- 
feated in arace for Congress in the First Wis- 
consin District. In 1870 he was elected from 
the same district by a large majority, was re- 
elected in 1872, and ueclined the nomination in 
1874. Two years later he tuvok an active part in 
the Tilden campaign, andupon the defeat of his 
candidate retired permanently from  poli- 
tics, declining in 1879 the Democratic 
State Convention’s nomination for Governor 
of Wisconsin. During his Congressional career 
Mr. Mitchell was prominent aud zealous in his 
support of such tinancial measures as were adopt- 
ed for the protection of the public credit and for 
the restoration of specie payments. Among his 
strongest efforts before the House was a speech 
he made in 1874, setting forth his arguments 
against an inflated currency and the evils at- 
tending aderanged monetary system and aris- 
ing from any but aspecie basis for the circula- 
tionof the country. He made another speech on 
the subject of American shipping, showing that 
it could be revived as a successful industry only 
by removing the burden of tariff taxation which 
rested upon it. 

Mr. Mitchell was married in 1841 to Martha 
Reed, daughter of Seth Reed, a pioneer of Mil- 
waukee. He had oneson, John Lendum Mitchell, 
now 44 years of age, who, it had already been 
arranged, was to succeed to the Presidency of 
the bank in August of the current year, and 
whom the unfortunate occurrence will now in- 
vest with far wider responsibilities. ' 

Mr. Mitchell was the wealthiest man in the 
Northwest, and his estate is believed to be worth 
$20,000,000. It consists, besides his railroad 
and banking interests, of large investments in 
Milwaukee real estate, which were made with 
rare fveresight many years ago and have in- 
creased enormously in value. He had several 
friends in this city, among the closest of them 
being Russell Sage, Waiter 8, Gurnee, and N. H. 
Cowdry. His death was announced on the Stock 
Exchange just before its close yesterday, and 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul fell off about 
halfa point. The question as to who will suc- 
ceed him in the Presidency of that railroad is of 
interest. The general behef is that the position 
will fall to either Frank 8. Bond, an experienced 
railroad man, who was lately elected Vice-Presi- 
dent of the road, or to Phil Armour, the well 
known Chicago millionaire. 

Mr. Mitchell was a man of captivating social 
qualities within the circle of his intimate friends. 
He never forgot the fact that he was a Scotch- 
man. In 1859 he became the first President of 
the Milwaukee St. Andrew’s Society, whose an- 
nual picnic and games are still held in the grove 
on his farm in the BRighth Ward of Milwaukee. 
His residence is one of the fiuest in the West, 
and the grounds surrounding if are the most 
beautiful in the country outside of the State of 
New-York. Among the monuments to his public 
spirit in Milwaukee is the beautiful building of 
the Chamber of Commerce in that city, for whose 
erection he was respousible. 


MILWAUKEE, April 19.—It was not until 
nearly 4 o’clock this afternoon that credence was 
given the news of Alexander Mitchell's death, 
though rumors to that effect had been in c1rcula- 
tion since noon, David Ferguson, Cashier of Mr. 
Mitchell's bank, who had been associated with 
him for nearly half a century, Was prostrated by 
the news and it was feared at first would not 
recover, as he is very feeble. The crowds that 
gathered at the bank to make inquiries as to his 
death were so large that the doors were closed 
early in the afternoon and guards stationed to 
admit only intimate friends, The first authentic 
dispatch came from John L. Mitchell, his son, 
who was revorted to be suffering from the malady 


that pas fatal to his father, and came as a 
surprise even to the bank officials, although it 
was known that he was ill and tnat immediate 
relatives had been summoned to his bedside last 
Saturday. The gossip among merchants here is 
centred principally about the successorship to 
the Presidency of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul Railroad, and the Presidency of the 
Marine and Fire Insurance Bank, of which Mr, 
Mitchell owned 99 of the 100 shares. ~~ 

Mr. Mitchell's death has led to the knowledge 
that he had about completed arrangements to 
retire permanently from business July 1, 
transferring the responsibility of his immense 
banking business jointly to his son, John L. 
Mitchell, his brother-in-law, John Johnston, and 
David Ferguson, and stepping down from the 
Presidency of the St. Paul Road. It has been 
rumored that the general offices of the road 
would be removed to Chicago upon Mr. Mitch- 
ell’s demise. The charter of the company, how- 
ever, stipulates their location in Wisconsin, and 
the President must also be a resident of this 
State. It is thought that John Plankinton, of 
Milwaukee, or Phil Armour, of Chicago, both of 
whom are heavily interested in St. Paul, will 
succeed Mr, Mitchell. A magnificent residence 
being built here for an unknown owner has been 
thought to be designed for Mr. Armour in an- 
ticipation of his succession to the St. Paul Pres- 
idency. thus establishing his residence here in 
conformity with the charter provision of the 


road. 

Mr. Mitchell is survived by a wife, who is at 
present at her Floridian villa, a son, John L., and 
an adoptea daughter, Mrs. Dr. Mackie, of this 
city, anda sister and brother living in Aber- 
deenshire, Scotland. He is known to have left a 
will. It was made three years ago, but B, K. 
Miller, who drew it up, refuses todivuigs its 
contents. : 


CuicaGo, April 19.—P. D. Armour was 
asked this evening if he could state who would 
be the probable successor of Alexander Mitchell 
as President of the St. Paul Railroad. Mr. 
Armour answered no, and to a suggestion that 
he himself might be the man, replied emphati- 
cally that he would not accept. The law re- 
quires the President to be a resident of Wiscon- 
sin, acohdition with which Mr. Armour would 
not comply. 


BROADWAY WILL BE SAVED. 


THE ELEVATED RAILROAD STEAL TO 
BE REPORTED ADVERSELY. 

ALBANY, April 19.—The Senate Railroad 
Committee received from George Dewitt this 
afternoon @ bushel of protests against the 
Broadway elevated railroad signed by property 
owners. It then went into executive session 
and decided to report the bill adversely. Senator 
Nelson was the one absentee. He was said to be 
sick. The action of the committee will not re- 
store him to speedy health, for he was the one 
outspoken member of the committee in favor of 
the steal. Unfortunately he lives in Westchester 
County and cannot be reached by the votes of 
property owners when he runs for the Senate 
again next Fall. It has been suggested that 
they might contribute to the nomination of his 


opponent in the convention, no matter who he 
may be. 


A new light burst upon Senator Walker, who 
was aliready to give away Broadway, and he 
became very friendly to the interests of the 


property owners. Senator Reilly, too, has be- 
gun to oppose the bill within a fewdays. Noact 
of bisin committee ever indicated to his as- 
sociates that he was hostile to the scheme. He 
certainly did not advocate the course of the 
property owners. Senators Low, Huysradt, and 
Pierce have been the three members of the com- 
mittee who have protested from the first. Mr. 
Navarro and his associates are some thousands 
of dollars poorer than when they launched this 
monumental enterprise. Possibly they are a 
little wiser. It is conceded on all sides that THE

Ballot after ballot was taken 
until 2 o'clock this morning, when all the scat- 
tering votes concentrated on the two leaders, 
and the last ballot before the adjournment 
stood: Perry, 47; Bloxham, 41. There are 88 
Democrats in the Legislature, and the caucus 
has fixed on 57 as the number required to nom- 
inate. Before adjourning the caucus arranged 
to so divide the votes to be taken in the houses 
ofthe Legislature, which voted separately to- 
day, as to prevent any election until the caucus 
can come to some agreement. In the Legisla- 
ture the vote to-day was, as prearranged, scat- 
tering and meant nothing, the object being sim- 
ply to gain time. 

The caucus assembled again to-night, and the 
friends of both Perry and Bloxham entered the 
hall each with a firm determination to stand by 
his man. The first ballot was immediately 
begun and _ resulted, Perry, 45; Blox- 
ham, 41; scattering, 2. The second ballot 
showed no change. The third ballot came, with 
44 for Bloxham, 41 for Perry, and 2 scattering, 
1 proxy having been thrown out. A small ele- 
ment is seesawing between the two leaders, with 
the evident intention of defeating both. Ex- 
Senator Jones’s name is not even considered in 
the contest, and he is keeping away 
from the capital, having come to the 
conclusion that he has no chance of 
success. After several more ballots a joint com- 
mittee of Bloxham’s and Perry’s supporters was 
appointed to endeavor tu secure a solution of 
the deadlock, and the caucus adjourned for 24 
hours. 

Scattering votes will be kept up in the Legis- 
lature until a nomination is made in the caucus,

WEST VIRGINIA’S LEGISLATURE, 

CHARLESTON, West Va., April 19.—The 
Legislature will convene in special session at 
noon to-morrow. The business cut out for the 
body and embraced in the Governor’s proclama- 
tion includes the consideration of the several 
appropriation bills, the regulation of costs, 
charges, and proceedings in criminal trials, and 
the rectification of the State boundary along the 
lines of Pennsylvania, Maryland, and Virginia. 
The most important business, however, is in re- 
lation to railroads. The Governor is the sworn 
enemy of everything in the shape of a railroad, 
and his proclamation 1s mainly devoted to call- 
ing attention to what he deems abuses by 
the corporations having lines within the State. 
Its friends will present exhaustive bills regula- 
ting passenger and freight charges, to prevent 
the issuance of free passes to State officers, dele- 
gates to political conventions, and for various 
other matters. The Legislature will also be 
asked to prohibit the improper use of money in 
politics. In these matters the Governor is en- 
deavoring to grind a political hatchet or two of 
his own, he having his eye upon the Senatorship 
in 1889. The body will make another effort to 
elect a Senator to succeed Camden, the large 
majority of both parties holding that the ap- 
pointment of Lucas don't go.

A QUEER WHEAT MARKET 


IS THERE A DEAL UNDER WaY 
IN MAY WHEAT? 
OPERATORS UNDECIDED AS TO WHETHER 

THE TRADE IS BEING MANIPULATED 

TO SQUEEZE THE SHORTS. c 

CxicaGo, April 19.—Opinion in Board of 
Trade circles is divided on the question of 
whether or not there is a big wheat 
deal under way. There are many who 
firmly believe that the market is being 
manipulated, and, on the other hand, 
Many who do not believe anything of the kind. 
All, however, admit that the existing condition 
of affairs is both peculiar and mysterious, 
Those who incline to the belief that a 
deal is in progress base it upon the 
proposition that May wheat could not 
sell higher than June without manipulation. 
They rest their case on that one statement en- 
tirely. The number of those who do not 
believe in a deal is growing, té-day’s 
developments adding largely to the list. 
Their position is plausible. They argue that the 
entire absence of attempted manipulation in the 
pit is conclusive on the point that no deal isin 
progress and that the course of the market dur- 
ing the last week or 10 days goes to show that 
there is no bull movement on foot, for otherwise 
the fluctuations, amounting to nearly 4 centa 
@ bushel, would never have been per- 


mitted. They say that the purchase 
everything offered arises from a 

belief that wheat is a good investment and that 
it is sure to advance. The belief that there is no 
deal is confined principally to the largest houses 
on the board not suspected of being interested 
or rather parties to the deal, 

A reporter talked with a number of repre- 
sentative Board of Trade men to-day, and on an 
average found that about one in three 
that the market was being manipulated. 
The other two were of the! opinion that 
the existing conditions were attributable to nat- 
ural causes only. One man who does not be- 
lieve there is a deal was asked: 

“Then how do you account for the widespread 
belief that there isa —— behind May wheat?’ 

“In several ways, In the first place, some 
weeks ago people got the idea that = 
wheat was a first-class investment, 
for 2a long time every out-of-town 
order was to buy. This was repeated 
day after day, and, as every offer was taken up, 
it was only natural for the market .to - 
vance. It was nearly all cash wheat, and as 
there were no selling orders to speak of 
the elevators soon became full of grain that the 
owners were holding for an advance. Then 
there Was something of a scare on the part 
of the operators, and in their desire 
to’ get .long on the market they simp 
helped the upward movement. Once 
the market carried itself along, and then began 
the talk about manipulation. The cliqne behing 
the movement was in San Francisco, and 
as the people there were thought to 
have plenty of money and the nerve to k 
buying the boom was helped right along. Then 
the manipulators werein Cincinatti, and then in 
Galveston and in New-York, and the truth is 
there were heavy buying orders from each of 
the points named; but 1t did not occurto me 
that there was anything unusual in the occur- 
rence, and I do not believe it now.” 

The senior member of a conservative firm in 
La Salle-street had this to say about the matter: 
**T think there is a dealin May wheat from the 
fact that it is practically worth 319 cents 

er bushel more than June. I always put it 

own as an indisputable fact that a is in 
progress when wheat for May delivery is worth 
more than wheat for the ensuing month, as 
the actual cost of holding it through the first 
month amounts to 2 cents per bushel. Another 
fact going to show the existence of a deal is that 
the elevators are full of wheat which the hold- 
ers will not deliver, and as grain caunot he 
had the shorts will be driven to a settlemeut in 
easb. Lam inclined to look for something of a 
squeeze toward the end of the month, but what 
it will amount to I am unable to say.’ 

Beyond the distribution uf “ pvinters” that 
May wheat was a great purchase the bro- 
kers of the wane openly did very little 
to-day. The market was a dull one. The 
crowd looked on as puzzled as it 
been for some weeks. The expression was 
thatif May wheat is cornered it ia the queerest 
corner that was run in the Chicago market. The 
shorts, instead of being squeezed now and then 
are allowed to cover. This has referenceto the 
stump of Monday. The lack of storage room was 
well illustrated Monday by the incident of 
the receipt of about 135 cars of wheat 
onthe Northwestern Road, which was not in- 
spected for lack of a place to putit. It is stated 
that 200,000 bushels of corn are loading in ves- 
sels to make room for wheat. There is 
not, counting this tonnage, still remaining 
550,000 bushels of vessel room, which, it 
is said, will be filled with corn from the 
elevators within a week. Advices indicate 
that a considerable fleet will be attracted 
here by the 92-cent rate on grain to Buftalo. A 
fleet of five vessels is loading with wheat at Mil- 
waukee, A considerable part of this grain belongs 
to P. D. Armour. Mr. Armour’s men admit that 
they are carrying wheat which they have sold for 
May. The Directors of the Board of Trade this 
afternoon declared the E. Hess Company 
elevators “A” and “B” and the F. O. 
Swannell warehouse and elevator “regular.” 
The former have a capacity of about 
200,000 bushels, and the Swannell, 100,000 
bushels. Receipts for grain stored in these 
houses will be issued by the Chicago and Pacific 
Elevator Company, and the grain cleared 
through the Pacific elevators. The above eleva- 
tors give the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
Railroad 400,000 bushels additional capacity.

WAR AMONG SUGAR REFINERS. 

San Francisco, April 19.—War is im 
progress between managers of sugar refineries 
here, the object being to get control of the Pa- 
cific coast market. The passage of the -Inter- 
State Commerce bill and the resulting increase 
of railroad rates have greatly contracted the 
field for the sale of sugar refined in this city. It 


is estimated that only 60,000,000 pounds can be 
profitably refined this year, as against 115, 
000 last year, and either of the refineries could 
furnish that supply. Both of the com- 
panies have full crops coming on in the 
Hawaiian Islands, and thera is no prospect 
of a rise in prices. The first cut was 
made by the California company. About 
10 days ago they reduced their quotations on 
granulated and other sugars one-eighth of a cent 
per pound. ‘Che American Refinery Company met 
the cut and added another drup of one-quarter 
ofacent. The Califoruia refinery has made & cor- 
responding reduction. The outlook is that prices 
will go lower, aithough the best granulated 
sugar is now quoted at 5 cents per pound, 
August Spreckels, of the California refinery, 
said to-day: ‘* We will meet any reduction thaé 
the Americau Company can make, even if we 
only get enough for barrels and have to give 
sugar away.”

THE RUM QUESTION AGAIN 


UNDER DISOUSSION IN SENATE 
AND ASSEMBLY. 
SENATOR VEDDER’S LIQUOR TAX BILL 
SIMPLIFIED AND IMPROVED—THE 
HALF-HOLIDAY BILL FINALLY PASSED. 


Atpany, April 19.—Excise legislation was 
@iscnssed in both houses to-day, the Vedder bill 
being under consideration in the Senate and the 
Governor's veto of the Crosby High License bill 
in the Assembly, The veto was called up by Mr. 
Crosby, With the statement that’he had not at 
first proposed to pay any further attention to a 
document which was so frivolous. There was 80 
much to be said, however, in contradiction of 
the unconstitutional points raised by the Gov- 
ernor that he felt bound to call for its utterance. 
He believed that it was generally conceded that 
when the bill was sent to the Governor nobody 
expected him to decide its fate upon its 
merits,and nobody was surprised in that re- 
spect. The Governor had looked atit with a 
view to determining what was the best thing to 
be done for D. B. Hill. It had not escaped his 
observant eye that the liquor men were united 
against it, and this decided his course. 

“T make the point of order that no member 


has the richt to reflect upon the Governor,” ex- 
claimed Mr. Ives. 

* Do you mean to admit, then, that the liquor 
dealers are nota respectable class, and that the 
Governor could have nothing to do with them 
without being contaminated? I am surprised 
that you should, by implication even, cast any 
reflections upon the men who sent you to this 
Legislature,’ returned Mr. Crosby. Turning to 
Mr. Platt with a smile Mr. Crosby said he 
thonght at the time that gentleman offered _the 
amendment whose constitutionality the Gov- 
ernor criticised, that it was injndicious. He ad- 
mitted thatit was currently reported that Mr. 
Platt was a crank, and ‘‘ within certain limita- 
tions” he was bound to believe it. ‘ 

* Oh, I admit it,’ replied Mr, Platt, joining in 
the general laugh. 

Mr. Crosby took up the appendices tacked to 
the veto and said he would like to know who 
conceived the brilliant idea of an appendix. In 
his opinion an appendix was a cowardly thing. 
Tf the bill was unconstitutional, why not dismiss 
it with a few dignified lines to that effect. Why 
dodge behind an appendix? The Governor had 
ee attention simply to the numerical popula- 

on in making up his list of licenses granted to 
each thousand of population in the cities of the 
State. He had not considered the density of 
population, and had not realized that greater 
re it naturally flow from a numberof saloons 
in a densely populated district than from a 
similar number in a locality whose population is 
more widely distributed. He was sorry that he 
had lived tosee an Executive sending north, 
south, east, and west in searchof arguments 
favorable to rum. The veto of the bill fore- 
shadowed the downfall of the smallest politician 
in the State. As for the statements that this 
bill was made a party measure, he wished to say 
that the Democrats were the first to make it so, 
and they did it when they united to send the bill 
back to the Excise Committee, by whom it had 
been fairly reported to the House. 

Mr. Saxton, of Wayne, analyzed the “prop- 
erty” clause of the bill upon which the Governor 
had laid so much stress. He very clearly showed 
that it could not possibly operate to forfeit prop- 
erty. The error of the Governor was in assum- 
ing that a Nquor license is property, whereas 
numerous decisions have fully established that 
it is no such thing. All that the clause pre- 
acribed was that a beer dealer should not keep 
en his premises another liquor than that which 
his license allowed him to sell. If he violated 
this obligation, then his license, which is not 

reperty, could be taken away, while the liquor 
tself, which is property, could not be disturbed. 
The message seemed to assume, from the lan- 
age in reference to a bottle of brandy, that all 
iquor dealers live intheir saloons. Certain laws 
were enforced already which confiscate some 
kinds of property, such as gunpowder, dyna- 
mite, game and fish nets, and nobody questioned 
their constitutionality. Yet this bill, which in 
no way sought to confiscate property, was de- 
clared to be unconstitutional. The Governor’s 
sition was not tenable and his logic was de- 
ective. His judgment was warped by partisan- 


ip. 

Mr. Platt defended the amendment which has 
cost the Governor so much thought, declaring that 
it was the one thing that made the bill a | 

and protected those dealers who were compelle 
to pay $1,000 for their licenses. 

Messrs. Greene and Sheehan endeavored to 
justify the Governor’s position, but having poor 
ground to stand upon they were compelled to 
rehearse the arguments presented in the veto. 
No attempt was made to pass the bill over the 
veto, as that would have proved a useless waste 
of time, and the veto was tabled for the session. 

Since the veto of the Crosby High License bill 
Senator Vedder has been pottering over his 
graded Liquor Tax bill, and to-day he brought it 
before the Senate for the purpose of offering a 
series of amendments that simplify it material- 
ly. These were accepted and the bill was made 
a@special order for Thursday. In its amended 
shape the bill divides all piaces where liquor is 
sold into two classes, the first composed of those 
in which all kinds of liquor are sold and the 
second of those at which only malt liquors, 
wine, and cider are sold. In New-York 
and Brooklyn the tax levied on the 
first class is $500 and on the second class $100. 
Buffalo is classed by itself, and the taxes im- 
posed are $300, and $60 for the first and second 
classes respectively. Throughout the rest of the 
State, city, town, and country the tax on places 
of the first class is $150 and the second class 
$30. The tax receipt is to take the form ofa 
Controller’s certificate, which must be prom- 
inently displayed just as United States licenses 
now are. The aim of the bill, in brief, is to make 
this Controller’s tax certificate closely analogous 
to a Federal license. It confers no right to 
sell. liquor in any locality, and it can 
be issued by County Treasurers or the Con- 
troller of New-York only to persons who have 
already secured and paid for local licenses. It 
establishes, however, penalties for selling liquor 
without the display of a Controller’s certificate, 
ranging from imprisonment for 30 days to 6 
months, or a fine of the cost of the legal proceed- 
ings to $500, or both. Provisionis made for a 
tax of one-tenth of the regular tax on those who 
already hold certificates, but desire to open tem- 

rary bars at fairs. picnics, and excursions. 
Mr. Vedder stated that care had been taken in 
the amendments to obviate the Govyernor’s ob- 
jections to the Crosby bill. 

In the brief discussion of the measurein the 
Senate to-day Mr. Murphy said that the Demo- 
eratic minority would support any fair measure 
providing for an equalization of licenses through- 
out the State, but he left the Senate in a state of 
uncertainty as to whether this measure met his 
views or not. The present purpose of the Demo- 
crats isto offer amendments reducing the taxes 
for New-York and Brookiyn, and then to oppose 
the measure on the ground that its effect will be 
to exact an even greater percentage of the State 
tax oe the metropolis than is at present ex- 
acted. 

The Reilly Labor Day bill received an atten- 
tion seemingly out of all proportion to its im- 
portance when it came up on its final passage in 
the Assembly. A part of the opposition to it 
from the country members was due to the fact 
that it provides for Saturday half holidays, as 
well as for a general holiday on the first Monday 
of September, to be known as Labor Day. Mr. 
Orosby said that the public generally was not 
anxious to give any class of people a holiday 
who had not hitherto shown that they knew 
how to respect the rights of that public. Labor, 
in his judgment, had not conducted itself in a 
manner to escape criticism. After citing Gov. 
Hill’s last message, in which he goes to great 
length in advocating a holiday of this character, 
Mr. Crosby made this thrust at the Governor: 
“This bill is evidently another consignment 
from the buncombe department down stairs. 
Everything from that source bears the label, 
*Votes! Votes! Votes!’” 

The leader and all his deputies on the Demo- 
cratic side maintained strict silence upon this 
resomez point. They realized its forcefulness. 

peaker Husted turned his calcium light upon 
the bill, and assured Messrs. Arnold,Greene, and 
McCarthy that its provisions nad been so drawn 
that they would not seriously affect commercial 
paper if this additional holiday should be grant- 
ed.

ARne Assembly considered in Committee of 
the Whole to-night and ordered to a third read- 
ing the Langbein bill authorizing the appropria- 
tion of $20,000 for keeping open the Central 
Park Museums on Sundays; the three Graham 
bills making 10 out of 12 consecutive 
hours a day’s work for street car and ele- 
vated railroad employes; giving mechanics’ liens 
on buildings preference over all others of every 
description, and compelling the establishment 
of prisons in every county in the State, in none 
of which shall machinery be employed. Only 
convicts who are sentenced for felony are per- 
mitted by the bill to be lodged in the State 
prisons. Ls 

Mr. Shea’s bill compelling the substitution of 
“T* rails on street railroads in New-York was 
opposed by Messrs. Longley and Graham, of 
Brooklyn, acting under the instrucctions of the 
pious Deacon Richardson. The Deacon man- 
aged to slip through a keyhole and penetrate 
one of the ante-rooms, where he could listen 
to ll that was said. He is re- 
porte to have registered a solemn oath 
that he wouid never face his Sunday school class 
again unless he succeeded in killing this bill. 
He will expound Biblical truths as usual at the 
old stand in South Brooklyn next Sunday. For 
the special order has lapsed, and Mr. Shea will 
not be likely to get his bill’ before the House 
again. There remains the Hamilton bill which 
will accomplish the object sought by Mr. Shea, 
providing that gentleman and his friends allow 

*it is to be amended as Mr. Hamilton desires. It 
is feared that the Deacon will fasten his tenta- 
cles upon enough members to prevent any legis- 
lation upon this subject. In discussing the bill 
to-night, Assemblyman Graham, who represents 
Labor, seriously told the House that when a 
driver on the Brooklyn cars he had 
been compelled to “lay off” frequently, 
in order to nurse his kidneys, these 
useful organs having been disarranged 
by jolting over flat rails. Mr. Mase was unchar- 
itable enough to suggest to some of his asso- 
ciates that a law be passed requiring half a 
barrel of kidney cure to be kept on every street 
car for the use of its delicate driver, and that 
the Governor be allowed to select the brand. 
The idea may be appropriated by Gov. Hill and 
incorporated in his next annual message. There’s 
votes in it. 

Senator Cullen’s bill, requiring savings banks 
in their next annual statement to the Bank 
Superintendent to report the names of all per- 
sons whose deposits have not been added to for 
20 years and the respective amounts of such de- 
posits, failed to pass the Senate by one vote this 
morning. Sixteen Senators supported it and 10 
voted againstit. Mr. Cullen moved to recon- 
sider, and out of the six absentees he expects to 
get the one vote he needs to pass the bill. The 
bill was opposed chiefly on the ground that the 
report required the publication of namesin the 
Bank Superintendent’s report, and this would 
set claim agents at work all through the State 
and involve the banks in endless litigation. 

The Senate passed the following bills, which 
go tothe Governor: Mr. Cantor’s bill providing 
that the Central Park police shail not be re- 
moved except on trial on written charges; Mr. 
Hagan’s bill empowering the Commissioner of 
Public Works to pave with Belgian or trap 
blocks Nineteenth-street, New-York, from the 
East River to First-avenue, and Mr. Ives’s bill, 
which puts upon the city at large one-half the 
cost of the sewer on Tenth-avenue, from One 
Hundred and Fourteenth to One Hundred and 
Eighteenth streets, and from One Hundred and 
Twenty-eighth to One Hundred and Thirtieth 
streets, 

The Republican Senators formally rejected at 
their caucus to-day the nomination of James R. 
Buckbee, Knight of Labor, and Editor William 
A. Armstrong for Railroad Commissioners. 
Buckbee proved a walking delegate, having 
haunted the corridors ever since he was nomi- 
nated by Gov. Hill. For the benefit of Knights of 
Labor generally it can be stated, without fear of 
contradiction, that the Governor has never 
wanted him confirmed. The railroad engineers 
have learned that he was equally insincere in 
nominating Mr. Rickard. 

Chairman Burns, of the Assembly committee 
which wasappointed by the Speaker to arrange 
for the Arthur memorial exercises to-morrow, 
has completed the arrangements for the event. 
The desks of members will be removed from the 
chamber, which will be decorated with national 
flags, and a life-sized bust picture of the Presi- 
dent will be suspended from the wall back of 
the Speaker’s desk. There will be no admission 
tickets and no reserved seats, except a few 
which will be at the disposal of the relatives of 
the deceased and of Senators. The doors leading 
tothe chamber will be kept closed until 7:50 
o'clock, when they will be thrown open. The 
exercises will begin at 8 o’clock. Gov. Hill will 
preside. Speeches will be made by the Hon. Ben- 
jamin Harris Brewster, who was Attorney-Gen- 
eral under President Arthur, and the Hon. 
Chauncey M. Depew. Mr. Depew will speak last.

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HEARD IN OOMMITTEE. 


THE TELEPHONE RATE BILL OPPOSED 


BY THE CORPORATIONS. 

ALBANY, April 19.—The opponents of the Cul- 
len Telephone bill appeared in force before the 
Ways and Means Committee this afternoon. They 
represented every telephone company from Long 
Island to Buffalo., Neither Senator Cullen nor any of 
the Senators who professed so much devotion to the 
cause of cheap telephone rates when the bill was on 
its way through the Senate dignified the occasion by 
their presence. Counselor Lauterbach, whose voice 
has been lifted up in almost every committee room in 
the Capitol this Winter in behalf of elevated 
and surface railroads, to say nothing of the 
subway measures, appeared for the Metropol- 
itan Telephone Company of New-York City. 
Hisargument was addressed mainly to the consti- 
tutionality of the bill. He maintained that the 


Federal Government, in recognizing the Bell tele- 
Jhone patent, had practically given a monopoly of 
the telephone business to the Bell Company for a 
period of 17 years. No Legislature, during that 
period, could legislate in a manner that would in- 
juriously affect the rights of the company, said 
rights including the privileges of charging $14, or 
any other fixed sum, as a royalty upon its telephones. 
Coming down more closely to the subject in hand, 
he argued that the bill would deal a death blow to 
the business of his client in New-York City. 
Sherman 8. Rogers submitted_a statement of the 
business of the Bell Telephone Company of Buffalo. 
This was a comparatively small company, he said. 
Tts capital was $600,000, only $40,000 of which was 
water. The remaining $560,000 represented clean 
hard cash, contributed by the stockholders in Buffalo 
and the vicinity, which had been put into plant and 
devoted to the perfection of the company’s system. 
Mr. Rogers’s usually calm face expressed genuine 
amazement as he Yeolared that he was astonished that 
the Legislature should think of legislating upon the 
subject of telephone rates. Iie would as soon think 
of its regulating an improved process of making 
flour or brewiug beer. is company pays only 6 per 
cent. dividends annually. He submitted figures to 
show that if the bill becomes a law the yearly re- 
ceipts of his company would be $137,722, while its 
expenses would be $143,571. Its service, he ex- 
plained, was — for at so much a message, the sys- 
tem of monthly charges finding no favor in Buffalo. 
Mr. Rogers’s

grief as he remarke that 
he was unable to understand how any re- 
putable legislator could support such a Dill. 

The Bell Company, he admitted, owns about 35 

ercent. interest in his company, He was posi- 

ive that even if the Bell Company reduced its 
royalty his company could not continue to do busi- 
ness. Asked by Mr. Sheehan if business would not 
increase,he said he had put the ——- tohis felipw. 
Directors, and their reply had been in the negative, 
Further on he admitted with enthusiasm that the 
company’s business is increasing, that its prospects 
are bright, that it will spend $100,000 to under- 

round its wires, and that no complaint has ever 

een made against the company’s service. 

The Central Telephone Company of New-York, 
whose headquarters is at Syracuse, and whose terri- 
tory extends to the Canadian line, was represented 
by Martin A. Knapp. Its capital, he said, is $500,000, 
of which 35 per cent. is owned by the Bell Tele- 
phone Company. Its average earnings were less 
than 6 per cent., and its dividends less than 2 per 
cent., the balance having gone into construction. 
Money was made by the telephone companies over 
their short service only, and was iost on the long 
service. Every dollar of the stockholders would be 
sunk if this bill passed and the company’s charges 
were reduced in the sparsely settled portions of its 
territory. 

Charles F. Cutter gave a full explanation of the 
perenne of the New-York and New-Jersey Tele- 
P 2one Company, which furnishes the telephone serv- 
ce for the whole of Long Island and a considerable 
territory in New-Jersey. He thought that the Bell 
Company generally controls from 25 to 35 per cent, 
of the stock of telephone companies, though he did 
not know of more than two companies of which it 
had absolute control, and this was obtained by pur- 
chase of stock in the open market. He considered 
the proposed legislation an attempt to reach a 
foreign company (the Bell Company) at the ex- 
pense of stockholders who had subscribed their 
money as er. would in any legitimate business. His 
company had been the first to comply with the law 
compelling wires to be put under ground, and would 
soon have 13 miles of a conduit constructed. The 
expense would be about $1,000,000, and to meet it 
the company had issued bonds and mortgaged its 
property. This bill would wipe out not only the 
company’s income but also the entire business. The 
wants of patrons were stich, the necessity for 
prompt service was so great, that the company’s 
efforts were directed rather to perfecting the tele- 
phone system than to reducing rates. His company’s 
capital was $2,400,000, of which the Bell Company 
owned 20 per cent. Its dividends had averaged 
about 44. per cent. per annum. 

H. L. Stork told the committee that the Empire 
State Telephone Company, which covers territory 
about Auburn, has a capital stock of $200,000, of 
which the Bell Company owns 35 per cent., and on 
which 44-10 per cent. dividends are paid. He was 
positive that his company, whose service is largely 
what is known as the long service, would have to 
go out of business altogether if the bill is passed. 

W. L. Estabrook, General Manager of the New- 
York and Pennsylvania Telephone Company, which 
operates in the southern tier and in the northern 
counties of Pennsylvania, submitted letters from all 
of Gov. Hill’s neighbors and friends in Elmira say- 
ing they were perfectly satisfied with the company’s 
service. The company, he said, has a capital stock 
of $500,000, 20 per cent. of which is owned by the 
Bell Company, and it has paid only 243 per cent. 
dividends. 

The committee went into executive session, and 
decided by a vote of 10 to 1 to give another Lames | 
on Thursday.

SENTENCE DISAPPROVED. 
WASHINGTON, April 19.—Major-Gen. Terry, 
who commands the Division of the Missouri, will 
discharge the duties of General commanding the 
Department of the Missouri until a successor is ap- 
pointed to succeed Gen. Willcox, retired. The ap- 
pointment of Col. Merritt to the vacant Brigadier. 
Generalship does not necessarily carry with it the 
command of the Department of the Missouri, and 
there is understood to be some competition among 

the Brigadier-Generals for the succession. 
It is understood that Lieut.-Col. Henry L. Lazelle, 
Twenty-third Infantry, will be appointed Superin- 


tendent of the office of rebellion records to succeed

Col. Lazelle is now on duty at the headquarters of 
the Department of the Columbia. He was one of the 
two army officers sent to India last year as guests 
of the British Goyernment to represent the United 
States Army at the mancuvres of the British troops 
there. He was at the time commandant of cadets at 
West Point, and has been intrusted with important 
inspection duties. 

The President has disproved and set aside the 
findings and sentence of the court-martial in the 
case of Second Lieut. Benjamin S. Wever, First In- 
fantry. Lieut. Wever was charged with conduct un- 
becoming an officer and a gentleman in uttering 
fraudulent checks, neglecting to repay borrowed 
money, absence without leave, making false state- 
ments, using a fictitious name, disobedience of 
orders, and conduct to the prejudice of good order 
and discipline in transferring a pay account before 
it became due. To the last specification the Lien- 
tenant pleaded guiity and the court, which 
met at the Presidio, San Francisco, found 
him guilty of the charges of neglecting 
to pay debts, of falsely stating that he 
was absent on leave, of absenting himself without 
leawe, disobedience of orders, and of transferring a 
pay account. The sentence of the court was that 
Lieut. Wever be dismissed from the service. The 
President’s reasons for disapproving this sentence 
were the fact that two members of the court were im- 
properly discharged during the trial, and that even if 
the findings were sustained there is testimony before 
him tending to show such absence of willful intent 
to offend against military law and the army regula- 
tions that a sentence less severe than dismissal 
would abundantly subserve the ends of discipline 
and sufliciently vindicate the wholesome strictures 
of army regulations. 

Leave of absence for seven days has been granted 
Col. D. L. Magruder, Surgeon, and for four months 
to First Lieut. R. T. Emmett, Ninth Cavalry. The 
leave of absence granted Capt. M. C. Wilkinson, 
Third Infantry, has been extended three months, on 
account of disability.

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THR RAILWAY COMMISSIONS. 


WORK OF THE INTER-STATE BOARD— 


THE PACIFIO INVESTIGATION. 
WASHINGTON, Avril 19.—The Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission has decided to hear representa- 
tives of the transcontinental railroads on Thursday 
upon their application fora suspension of the long 


and short haul feature of the inter-State commerce 
law. 


The commission has replied to Lewis Furz, Presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Millers’ Association, acknowl- 
edging the receipt of a petition from the association 
praying relief against discriminating rates on flour 
from Minneavolis under the “ transit’ system, 
which is alleged to preclude mills south or east of 
Minneapolis from competing with that point for do- 


mestic or foreign trade. The commission does not 
understand the petition to complain of the rates 
established under the inter-State commerce law, 
but that on the contrary it concedes that the new 
rates are reasonable as compared with those from St. 
Louis. The complaint is that there is on handa 
large accumulation of what is known as “transits,” 
which must control rates until they are worked off, 
and that as a consequence the new rates are ineffect- 
ive, except as applied to local points between Min- 
neapolis and Chicago. Thus, while the tariff is 36 
cents per barrel from Minneapolis to Chicago, the 
actual rate is still 10 cents per barrel, and the mill- 
ing interests in all other sections of the country are 
perenreee by such a monstrous discrimination. It 
s clear, the letter continues, that the commission 
could not grant relief by giving to St. Louis ex- 
ceptional advantages corresponding to those 
which Minneapolis is said now to enjoy. That 
would be a discrimination against other locaii- 
ties as indefensible and as much opposed to 
the spirit of the law as the transit system itself. 
Neither could the Commission compel the railroads 
upon which St. Louis depends to reduce their rates 
on tiour to the level of what is said to be the actual 
rates from Minneapolis when, as the petitioner con- 
cedes, a higher rate is reasonable. Ifthe ‘‘ Transit” 
system is pernicious, it would obviously be unwar- 
rantable for the Commission to order or sanction 
anything that would extend or perpetuate the mis- 
chief. “It may be questionable, perhaps,” the Com- 
mission says, “ whether the so-called ‘ Transits’ 
have such validity in law that the companies issuing 
them are bound to give transportation according to 
their terms when the effect would be to discriminate 
in favor of one or more localities agaist others. 
That question is not brought before us by your peti- 
tion and could only be raised in some proceeding 
which would directly present it and in which parties 
interested would have opportunity to be heard.” 

Some of the stove makers of New-York prepared a 
printed petition setting forth their grievances and 
sent it to their fellow-manufacturers in all parts of 
the country, It was accompanied by a printed invi- 
tation to sign and return, and by the statement that 
“the petitions, will be presented to the Inter-State 
Commerce Commissioners all at one time in sucha 
manner a8 will best serve our mutual interests.” 
One of the petitions and a copy of the invitation has 
reached the commission prematurely. The petition 
bears acress its face the following: 

“My DEAR SiRs: It gives us much pleasure to say, 
so far as the rates go, taking equal distance into con- 
sideration, between Philadelphia and points in New- 
York to the West they are equitable, and, will add, 
it is the first time in 20 years we have been able to 
say this. For this much we feel grateful-to the 
Inter-State Commerce bill.” 

This indorsement bears the signature of a Phila- 
delphia firm. 

Temporaty orders were made suspending the 
fourth section of the act on the application of the 
Norfolk Southern Railroad Company, the Cincin- 
nati, New-Orleans and Texas Railroad as to points 
south of the Ohio and east of the Mississippi, and 
also on petition of the Texas and Pacific Railroad as 
to freights destined to El Paso. . 

The commission appointed to investigate the ac- 
counts of the railroads which have received Govern- 
ment aid called at the Interior Department this aft- 
ernoon and paid their respects to Secretary 
Lamar. reed quarters have been provided 
with the geological survey. Permanent offices are 
being prepared in the building occupied by the Com- 
missioner of Railroads. Later in the day the com- 
mission met in one of the parlors of the Arlington 
and effected an organization by electing ex- 
Gov. Pattison Chairman. Several hours were 
spent in discussion and examination of reports 
and affairs of the Pacific Railroads. No general 
plan of operations was determined upon, but the 
Commission agreed to meet at their rooms in the 
Geological Survey to-morrow morning and begin 
work. The selection of a Secretary to the Commis- 
sion was considered, and a suitable person for the 
office agreed upon. The Commission declined to 
give the name of the gentleman selected, saying that 
the matter was not yet settled, but depended upon 
the compensation at which the person agreed on 
would be willing to accept the office. Numerous let- 
ters of application for clerkships have been re- 
ceived, and also several letters from Pacitic Railroad 
officials expressing a willingness to aid the Commis- 
sioners in their investigations.

The Senate Railroad Committee devided 
gesterday to report adversely the Metropoli- 
tan Transit Company bill. If Mr, Navarro 
and his speculative associates propose to 
continue their fight for the possession of 
Broadway they must do so in the open 
Senate, which is an inconvenient and, 
we may add, a very expensive arena 
for such a contest as they must carry 
on. The chances are against them, but the 
Broadway property owners should in no- 
wise relax their labors or their vigilance. 
Like all jobs of great pecuniary promise 
this scheme will die hard. We un- 
derstand that its promoters are al- 
ready considering how they may induce 
the Senate to take up the bill, notwith- 
standing the adverse report. They must be 
met and routed again if they renew in the 
Senate the tactics which failed with the 
committee; and as the bill is opposed by 
the city authorities and by nearly all the 
property owners on Broadway it is incon- 
ceivable that the Senate will be found dis- 
posed to ignore the adverse representations 
which prevailed- with its Railroad Com- 
mittee. 


A rumor has been circulating to the effect 
that Mr. Jacop SHarp has determined 
that if he is brought to trial for brib- 
ing the Aldermen of 1884, with no rea- 
gonable prospect of escaping the penalty of 
his act, he will turn around and “make it 
hot” for various people by telling the truth. 
Mr. SuHarp making a clean breast of it as to 
the manner in which he obtained the Broad- 
way franchise, and perhaps as to the means 
he has at various times used to obtain legis- 
lation at Albany favorable to his street rail- 
road schemes, would be a most interesting 
and edifying spectacle. The public would 
be deeply interested in any revelations he 
might make, and the squirming of poli- 
ticiams and legislators, past and present, 
who may have shared in the diffusion of 
funds by his liberal hand would not be the 
Jeast edifying part of the entertainment. 
It is by all means to be hoped that Mr. 
SHARP will conclude at last to tell the 
truth.

Mr. MAYNARD, the new Assistant Secre- 
‘tary of the Treasury leaves behind him in the 
Second Controller's office a record that must 
make him particularly odious te such gener- 
ous souls as Senators SHerMan and HOAR. 
Instead of aiding in whatshounld be the chief 
aim of a Federal official’s exertions, the re- 
duction of the surplus, he had the hardi- 
hood to discharge 55 of the 120 clerks in 
his bureau and had arranged to dispense 


with 10 more. Not content with this display 
of mistaken zeal, he had actually attacked 
six years’ arrears of work in the bureau and 
succeeded in disposing of practically the 
whole of it in two years. Itis plain that if 
this policy is found to prevail to any extent 
throughout the Administration the surplus 
will not only not. be diminished, but will be 
increased. We commend his case to the at- 
tention of Senator SHERMAN when he next 
addresses the country on the unbusiness- 
like and unpatriotic economy of the Cleve- 
land Administration. How, in Heaven’s 
name, is the tariff to be perpetuated if the 
money it yields is to be used in this parsi- 
monious fashion ? 


The appointment of Col. WESLEY MER- 
RITT to be a Brigadier-General in the army, 
filling the vacancy created by the retire- 
ment of Gen. WILLCOX, 1s a marked com- 
pliment to that officer. He stood seventh 
in rank among the Colonels commanding 
regiments, and the two highest of these are 
officers of his own arm, Col. EDWARD 
HatcuH, Ninth Cavalry. and Col. B. H. 
GRIERSON, Tenth. They received their 
regiments nearly ten years earlier than 
Col. MERRITT, and also have distinguished 
war records. Gen. MERRITT’S career has 
from the first been a very remarkable one. 
Although he graduated from the Mil- 
itary Academy only during the Summer 
preceding the civil war, he rose before its 
close to be chief of SHERIDAN’sS cavalry 
corps, about ten thousand strong, in the 
Shenandoah Valley, and was one of the 
regular officers who received the commission 
of Major-General of Volunteers for specific 
services expressed in the wording of the 
commission. He also received no fewer 
than six brevets, from Major up to Major- 
General, for gallant and meritorious serv- 
ices in specified operations, all between the 
battle of Gettysburg and the surrender at 
Appomattox. His recent tour of duty as 
Superintendent of the Military Academy, 
which will now soon come to an end, has 
generally been considered very successful. 


WHAT WILL THEY DO WITH IT? 

It is interesting to notice that the Re- 
publicans who most deprecate agitation of 
the tariff are those who most persistently 
agitate it. The obvious explanation of this 
factis that they have little else to agitate. 
During the canvass of 1884 their chief ob- 
jection to the election of Mr. CLEVELAND, 
apart from the ridiculous one that it 
would, in some mysterious way, overturn 
the results of the war for the Union, 
was that the Democratic Party would 
upset the tariff, go madly for free trade, and 
ruin the trade, mannfactures, and industry 
of the country. Nothing of the kind has 
happened, and nothing of the kind has 
been proposed by the President or by the 
Democratic majority in the House. Yet 
under these conditions, wtth no serious 
prospect of any positive legislation of any 
sort on the subject of the tariff, the Repub- 
lican leaders who come prominently before 
the people, and who undertake any forecast 
of the issues of the canvass of next year, 
are driven to discuss the tariff. 

The burden of their statements is that 
the surplus revenues must be spent. 
That is practically the only suggestion 
they have to make regarding tbe exaction 
of a hundred millions a year unnecessarily 
from the earnings of the people. They 
refuse, as with one voice, even to consider 
the reduction of tariff taxation. They agree 
in regarding that as something sacred that 
must not be touched. They do not discuss 
it from any point of view taken by those 
who imposed the tariff upon the Nation. 
They are forced, of course, to ignore the re- 
quirements of the Treasury in time of war, 
which formed the chief excuse for the tariff, 
for those requirements have long since ceased 
to exist, and the internal taxes for which 
most of the tariff duties were offsets 
have long since been repealed. They say 
little or nothing about protection to infant 
industries, since the protected industries are 
no longer in the infantile stage. They are 
silent about “‘ diversifying occupations” and 
‘furnishing markets for the products of the 
soil,” and all the favorite phrases that have 
ceased to have any force or attraction for 
the popularmind. They content themselves 
with attributing all prosperity to protec- 
tion and all risk of depression to the possi- 
bility of free trade, and for the most part 
assume that the tariff must stand and the 
surplus revenues be spent. 

But what would they spend it for? Grant- 
ing that the people will waive the demand 
for a reduction of taxation and will pa- 
tiently and even willingly go on paying out 
of their earnings the hundred millions the 
Government does not need, to what objects 
would the Republicans, were they again 
intrusted with the National Government, 
devote these millions? On this point the 
declarations of the leaders are silent or con- 
tradictory. At best they are very vague 
and indefinite. Undoubtedly pensions 
would, asa matter of fact, be made to eat 
up the greater part of the surplus. That is 
absolutely the only way of spending money 
for which there is a demand from any con- 
siderable number of people, and the only 
one that can be presented with a basis 
of plausible justification. But does the Re- 
ublican Party expect to carry the electionp 
on the issue of a large increase of pension 
payments? It does not seem reasonable. 
The facts are too hopelessly against it. 
The vote of the veterans of the war for the 
Union themselves would be, to say the least, 
doubtful, and that of the country generally 
would be almost certainly adverse. The 
next most efficient drain to draw off the 
surplus would be national aid on a large 
scale to education. That will notdo. The 
country is clearly against it. The fate of 
the Blair bill decides the question. The 
States to be benefited by the gifts from the 


Treasury could hardly be carried on that | 


issue. The others certainly could not. 
There remains only the policy of general 
liberal expenditures, on the army and navy, 
on coast defenses, on rivers and harbors, 
on public buildings. This policy is sure to 
be rejected, It does not appeal to common 
sense. All the impulses of the average voter 
are against it. An opposition party, seek- 
ing to overturn a party in power on the 
ground that the latterdoes not spend money 
enough and is trying to reduce taxation, 


4, cannot win. If the Republicans really in- 
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tend to go into the campaign of 1888 on any 
such issue their defeat will be sure in pro- 
portion as they make the issue plain. At 


present they show no signs of having any 
other. 


THE NEW LIQUOR TAX BIUCL. 

Yesterday Senator VEDDER offered in the 
Senate Committee of the Whole a substi- 
tute for his Liquor Tax bill, framed with a 
view to obviating the objections urged by 
the Governor against the High License bill. 
It does not, however, fully meet those ob- 
jections which were based on the inequali- 
ty of the burden imposed by the vetoed bill. 
Asthe Vedder bill is a revenue measure 
merely and not a measure for the regulation 
or restriction of the liquor traffic, these ob- 
jections have a pertinency which they did 
not have when urged against the High Li- 
cense bill, Itis an accepted principle that 
tax laws should be uniform in their opera- 
tion, and yet if a tax is imposed upon sales 
of any kind there is no reason why it should 
not be proportioned as nearly as practicable 
to the extent of such sales. , 

With reference to the sales of liquor there 
is no more practical way of grading such a 
tax than by taking the population of the 
cities and towns to which it is applied into 
consideration. Gov. H1Lu in his veto mes- 
sage claimed that there was no evidence 
that the liquor traffic in large cities was 
greater in proportion to population than in 
smaller cities and in towns and villages, 
because the number of licenses granted is 
not greater in proportion to population. 
But this is an altogether delusive argu- 
ment, for everybody acquainted with 
the conditions of life in large cities 
knows that, whatever may be the number 
of licenses granted, the number of places 
at which liquor is sold within a given area 
is inordinately large under the present sys- 
tem, and that in such cities the sales in 
proportion to population are in the aggre- 
gate much larger than in smaller places. 
There are probably saloons in this city any 
one of which dispenses more liquor in a day 
than all that is sold in many a town that 
has a score of licensed drinking places. As 
it is not practicable to obtain returns of the 
amount of liquor sold and to graduate a tax 
according to the extent of such sales, there 
is probably no better way of making it pro- 
portionate to the business done than by 
graduating it according to population. 

There are only two cities in this State 
which have more than 500,000 inhabitants 
—New-York and Brooklyn—and there is 
only one city—Buffalo—which has more 
than 100,000 and less than 500,000 inhab- 
itants. The Vedder bill in its new form 
does not contain the elaborate classification 
of places at which liquor is sold, which was 
a feature of the measure originally reported. 
It provides for only two classes—places at 
which liquors of all kinds are sold and 
places at which only wines and malt liquors 
are disposed of. This is a clear and in- 
telligible distinction and one -which 
should most certainly be recognized 
in any measure for the regulation 
and restriction of the liquor traffic. 
There is no doubt that the sale of distilled 
and spirituous liquors is much more mis- 
chievous than that of lighter beverages. 
But when it comes to a question of simple 
taxation of sales for revenue purposes the 
ground for the distinction is not so obvious. 
But it can hardly be claimed that a tax on 
sales should apply alike to sales of all com- 
modities. Nobody pretends that a national 
tax on whisky and tobacco is not just be- 
cause there is no similar tax on breadstuffs 
and clothing. On the same principle there 
is no reason why there should not be a 
State tax on the sale of distilled liquors and 
another and different tax on that of fer- 
mented liquors. 

The new Vedder bill provides in effect for 
a tax of $500 on every place in New-York 
and Brooklyn at which liquors of all kinds 
are sold and $100 on each place at which 
wines and malt liquors only are sold. In 
Butfalo the tax would be $300 and $60 re- 
spectively for these two classes of places, 
and in all cities and towns of less than 
100,000 inhabitants, $150 and $30 respect- 
ively. These discriminations would not 
make the tax strictly proportioned to the 
extent of the sales, but they would make it 
approximately so, and would tend by their 
effect to make the approximation more and 
more close by lessening the number of 
places subject to the tax where some of 
them were unable to bear the burden. It 
would concentrate the traffic in fewer hands 
and force it to adjust itself to the burden in 
that way. Wehave no idea that this bill, 
if passed, will meet the Governor's approval. 
He has already taken the side of the liquor 
dealers and will find much more plausible 
objections to the Vedder Tax bill than he 
could find to the Crosby High License bill. 


THE HALF-HOLIDAY BILL. 


“Labor Day” is a minor adjunct of the 
bill which bears its name and which passed 
the Assembly yesterday. It was added as 
one of a number of devices which Gov. HLL 
thought to catch the labor vote by com- 
mending. It amounts to very little. Work- 
men hired by the day need not work now 
when they choose to take a day off at their 
own cost, and they are not paid for the 
work which they do not perform on legal 
holidays. If it were proposed that all the 
employers of the State should make a present 
to all the hired laborers of the State of a day’s 
wages annually, one could understand that 
there would bea strong feeling in favor of 
the proposition. That workingmen who are 
able to lose a day’s wages should take a day 
off in September is not a matter of much 
public concern, and the proposition excites 
but a languid interest in the bosom of 
organized labor itself. We cannot refrain, 
however, from pointing out to the Repub- 

| licans whose votes carried the measure in 
the Assembly that whatever political cap- 
ital may accrue from it will inure to the ben- 
efit of the Democratic Governor who made 
the proposition, and not of the Republicans 
who merely carried out his suggestion. 
| The Saturday half holiday is a more im- 
| portant matter. Such a respite from work 
is no doubt grateful to many laborers in 
| New-York during the heat of Summer, and 
| is, perhaps, absolutely needed by some. 
| The practice has for some years been grow- 
| ing among employers in this city of clos- 
| ing business early on Saturday, in some

cases at 3 o’clock, in others at 1, or 
even earlier. Without any statute on 
the subject it is likely that the practice 
would in a few years become so general as 
to be a custom of trade. Insome trades 
where the workmen receive weekly wages 
it has become customary to curtail during 
the week the time ordinarily allowed for 
dinner until the sum of the curtailments 
amounted to the time allowed on Saturday. 
In this way the employers lost nothing and 
the arrangement has been generally satis- 
factory all around. No doubt it will be ex- 
tended, without regard to the law, in all 
those trades to which it is fairly applicable, 

With regard to shopkeeping, the case is 
different. So long as Saturday is pay day it 
will continue to be market day to the 
workers for wages. If it is convenient for 
them to buy their supplies on Saturday 
the grocers, butchers, keepers of dry goods 
stores, and so forth, will naturally keep 
their stores open to accommodate their 
customers. A general shutting up of 
shop on Saturday afternoon would, 
under existing conditions, work great 
inconvenience and actual hardship. 
This hardship will be the greater when 
the breadwinner of a household is exposed 
to the temptations of a half holiday, if hehe 
a drinking man. If the stores are not shut 
up from Saturday noon to Monday morning 
the Saturday half holiday will be ‘a very 
partial and incomplete cessation of labor. 
Ifthey are, then there must bea revolutionin 
the customs of retail trade, including the 
establishment of some other day than Sat- 
urday as the customary pay day. 

The only class that will be directly benefit- 
ed by the closing of the banks on Saturday 
at noon are the bank clerks. It is doubtful 
whether their case is one of such hardship 
as to make it worth while to expose the 
commercial community to the inconven- 
iences and the actual risks of a closing on 
Saturday three hours earlier than usual. 
The framers of the law were compelled to 
make an exception in favor of holders of 
checks, bills of exchange, and promissory 
notes, who may demand payment during the 
usual hours of business. This means that 
for this purpose the banks must be kept 
open, so that, even as to the bank clerks, 
the promised vacation is partly illusory. 

Except during the Summer, and even then, 
except in the large cities, where the heats of 
Summer are enfeebling to adults and dan- 
gerous to children, there is no pretext of 
necessity for a half holiday on Saturday in 
addition to the whole holiday on Sunday. 
Where such a half holiday is needed it is 
already provided in part, and would in the 
course of afew years be provided completely. 
What this bill, which makes on every Sat- 
urday throughout the year a half holiday, 
proposes to do, and what, if it were com- 
pletely successful, it would do, is to diminish 
by one-twelfth the labor donein the State 
of New-York, the products of that labor, 
and consequently the earnings of that labor. 
That is to say, it proposes to deduct one 
month’s wages from the annual income of 
every worker for wages in the State. Such 
a proposition is monstrous. Of course it 
will not and can not be carried into effect, 
butit none the less affords a gauge of the 
calibre of the Governor who recommended 
its enactment and of the lawmakers by 
whom it has been enacted. 


A STRANGE PLEA, 

A curious discovery relating to the Tele- 
phone Rate bill has been made in St. Law- 
rence County. The Ogdensburg Journal 
tells its readers that it is the telegraph com- 
panies that are trying to ‘“‘force” the bill 
through the Legislature, and says that, 
while the proposed reduction ‘“‘ would seem 
to be in the interest of the people,” they 
“may well hesitate about asking any such 
aid from the Legislature, when it is remem- 
bered that the prime motive behind the bill 
is to check the development of telephone 
companies and cripple a rival of the tele- 
graph system.” It also tells the Legislature 
that it should not cripple “one set of 
corporations” for the benefit of another. It 
appears that the telephone company that 
operates in St. Lawrence has followed the 
example of the Albany company, and has 
given notice that a proposed extension of 
its lines will not be made if the bill shall 
become alaw. This company in St. Law- 
rence is trying to pay dividends on 1,750 
shares of water (par value $175,000) issued 
to the Bell Company for “franchise.” Nat- 
urally the Bell Company desires that its 
rates shall not be reduced. But we venture 
to say that neither the Bell Company nor 
the Central New-York Telephone Company 
is willing to be held responsible for the as- 
sertion that the telegraph companies are 
supporting the bill because they desire to 
cripple a rival. 

The Ogdensburg Journal should procure a 
copy of the contract entered into by the 
Western Union Telegraph Company and 
the Bell Telephone Company on Nov. 10, 
1879—a contract to remain in force until 
1896. In it the Bell Company agreed to 
pay the Western Union 20 per cent. of all 
rentals or royalties received from telephones, 
and in obedience to its provisions the Bell 
Company has already paid something like 
$2,500,000. By the same contract the Bell 
Company:-is bound [Article XIII., section 1] 
not to allow the telephone to be used in 
competition with the telegraph for “the 
transmission of general business messages, 
market quotations, or news for sale or pub- 
lication.” Moreover, by the same instru- 
ment the Western Union binds the Bell 
Company to maintain certain rents in order 
that its percentage shall not fall below a 
specified sum on each telephone. 

And yet it is said that the Western Union 
is trying to secure the passage of a bill to 
reduce telephone rates in order that in this 
way a rival may be crippled! The great 
telegraph company, which by this contract 
has bound the Bell Company not to use its 
instruments for competing business, is now 
said to be striving by legislation to accom- 
plish the very result which was attained at 
the of the Dowd this 
elaborate contract. the 
Bell Company about $400,000 a year 
of the rent received 
for telephones, it now undertakes, we are 
told, to cut down the very rates out of 
which comes the royalty or rent of which 
this income is a percentage. Having bound 
the Bell Company to exact certain sums

for the use of telephones in order that its 


own share may be sufficiently large, it is 
now trying to cripple the company which 
it has so bound. This is nonsense. These 
assertions are put forward at this late day 
in the hope that they may mislead some un- 
informed legislator. The Journal must have 
been deceived by designing persons. 

It is the people that ask for tho legisla- 
tion proposed in the pending bill. They, 
are opposed by a powerfuland unscrupulous 
corporation that will neglect no means 
that, can be used for their defeat. The bill 
is in the custody of Mr. Erwrn’s Committee 
on Ways and Means. We notice that this 
story about the telegraph companies ap- 
peared on Monday in a paper published near 
Chairman ErRwin’s home. Mr. ERwIn must 
know of the relations existing between the 
Western Union and the Bell Company and 
of the contract which defines them. Possi- 
bly he will take pleasure in clearing away 


the fog that seems to obscure the subject in 
Ogdensburg. 


LAPS LA TOOL ABABA OIE 


The leaders of District Assembly No. 49 
seem to be in danger of verifying the adage 
touching the beggar on horseback. Emu- 
lating POWDERLY and the gorgeous mansion 
in which the representatives of the op- 
pressed have installed themselves in Phila- 
delphia, No. 49,has “hired a hall,” with 
intent to purchase it, and has assessed 
the subordinate organizations that meet 
in it for extravagant rentals. This action 
has excited the indignation of Mr. Mat- 
THEW Barr, Master Workman of Local As- 
sembly No. 1,655, whose protest may be 
read in our news columns. In the course of 
it he observes that the leaders of the 
Knights of Labor exercise over the work- 
ingmen “a tyranny more galling than any 
they have ever experienced-from employers.” 
We may suggest to Mr. Barr that this 
tyranny is more galling than the other, 
chiefly because it is less intelligent, and 
furthermore, that if the men who are now 
managing workingmen in the capacity of 
“bosses” had brains enough for that 
function they would before this time have 


become bosses of the regular old-fashioned 
variety. 


TIRED OF TYRANNY. 


IRONWORKERS PROTEST AGAINST THE 
ACTION OF ASSEMBLY NO. 49. 

Matthew Barr, Master Workman of Local 
assembly No. 1,655, the tin and sheet iron 
workers, and also a member of the Executive 
Committee of the Land and Labor Party, has is- 
sued an official statement severely criticising 
several leaders of the Knights of Labor, includ- 
ing General Master Workman Powderly. The 
local Assembly itself has made charges against 
Assembly No. 49 for tyranny and outrage upon 
it. The local had refused to pay the assessment 


levied by No. 49 to pay for Pythagoras Hall, and 
No. 49 began a series of persecutions against it. 

Mr. Barr begins with a despairing ory: 
‘* When shall the incubus that presses so heavily 
on the struggling masses of labor be lifted? 
When shall workingmen rebel against a tyrann 
more galling than — they have ever experi- 
enced from employers? Have they been domi- 
nated so long by the arrogant, ambitious men 
who have obtained control of District Assembly 
No. 49, and through that of the order, that they 
are no longer able to demand their rights? Do 
they not see more and more every day a dispo- 
sition on the part of General Master Workman 
Powderly, of our General Executive Board, our 
District Master Workman Quinn, our Committee 
on the State of the Order, our Hawley, Drury, 
Kunze, and all the small fry, to ride rough-shod 
over those who placed them in power ?” 

Further on Mr. Barr remarks that “only a 
short time ago Mr. Powderly was almost idol- 
ized in the order, and thousands of honest men 
would have followed wherever he might lead, 
and yet $5,000 was his price, Probably he has no 
idea that he has been bought, but the change 
that has come over him within the few past 
months can be accounted for in no other way. 
As soon as he and a majority of the Executive 
Board had been taken care of, the purposes of 
the officers and satellites of No. 49 pnegan to 
be seen. They determined to obtain Pythag- 
oras Hall, even if every trade and labor 
organization within the jurisdiction of No. 49 
went tosmash. Then they added at least 60 per 
cent. to the rent of every union meeting in the 
hall, Those men claim the right to levy any 
assessment they choose, and woe to those who 
refuse to comply. They issue edicts of suspen- 
sion, kidnap the members of locals and transfer 
them to others, order them to strike or not to 
strike, according to their own pleasure, and an- 
tagonize trades unions whenever they can do so 
with impunity. If the Knights do not calla 
halt the iron grip of these tyrants will tighten 
on their throats until their bondage becomes 
more degrading than that from which they seek 
to escape.” 

The jocal assembly prefers charges against 
No. 49, and says that James E. Quinn, claiming 
to act as District Master Workman, entered the 
meeting of the local on Nov. 29 last and de- 
clared 1t suspended in violation of the laws of 
the order. He demanded of the members their 
charter and secret work, and subsequently sent 
Delaney to make the same demand. The officers 
and Treasurer of No, 49 illegally withheld money 
that belonged to the local, after having been or- 
dered by the district assembly to return it, and 
they also demanded of the local’s Treasurer all its 
books and money, which were handed over. 
The members of the local withdrew one of their 
delegates, Hugh Carey, from Assembly No. 49, 
but the latter retained him, changed the district 
pass word before the proper time, and would 
not admit any one to the meetings of the dis- 
trict assembly without the so-called new pass 
word, which was in vivlation of law. The oftfi- 
cers of No. 49 several times claimed the right 
to receive the dues of members of the local, 
and also transferred the members to other locals 
without the knowledge or consent of that local, 
to its serious injury. 

The local asks that such action be taken as 
will restore to it the rights a of 
which it has been illegally deprived. 


BOODLE RUMORS. 


AWFUL THREATS SAID TO HAVE BEEN 


MADE BY MR. SHARP. 

Boodledom was full of rumors yesterday. 
Mr. Albert Stickney, counsel for the unassuming 
“Jake” Sharp, called upon the District Attorney 
early in the day and for a long time was closeted 
with Mr. De Lancey Nicoll. This fact sedmed to 
penetrate into the furthest corner of the town, 
and tongues were wagging ali day about the ex- 


traordinary occurrence. Neither Mr. Nicoll nor 
Mr. Stickney would disclose the object or result 
of the interview. 

It was asserted during the day that Mr. John 
Keenan had been prevailed upon by the per- 
suasive Mr. Nicoll to make a clean breast of it 
all, and that he would be an important witness 
in the coming trial of Mr. Sharp and develop 
into a horrible example thereafter. This rumor 
prevailed, but lacked confirmation. 

Another pleasant story was to the effect that 
honest ‘Jake’ himself had made sundry and 
awful threats to appear in the great Samson act 
if “they” didn’t stop “persecuting” him. This 
is supposed to mean thatif pressed to the wall 
Mr. Sharp will also make a clean breast, and in 
his own fall drag the whole lot down with him. 
This is matter of the interesting-if-true order, 
but seems to have no particular substratum of 
fact. 

The persons who probably know whether these 
rumors bave any foundation refuse to say any- 
thing, The “ gentleman in the confidence of the 
District Attorney” and “the gentleman who is 
in a position to know” were particularly prev- 
alent yesterday, but Mr. Martine would not 
talk, neither would Mr. Nicoll, and several legal 
lights identified with boodle trials, when seen 
last night by a TrMgs reporter, were equally un- 
communicative. It seems probable, however, 
from all indications that Sharp's case will be the 
next one called, and bets are being freely offered 
that way. What evidence the District Attorney 
may produce on that trial is only to be speculat- 
ed upon.

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AFFAIRS AT WASHINGION. 


TWO MASSACHUSETTS MEN GET OFFICES 
—A CHECK UPON ATTORNEYS. 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—Massachusetts 
was honored with two appointments to-day. 
Sigourney Butler, the son of Peter Butler, one 
of the best known of Bay State Democrats, was 
appointed Second Controller of the Treasury, to 
succeed Mr. Maynard, and Mr. Edward A. Mose- 
ley, of Boston, was chosen by the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission to be their secretary. 
Mr. Butler, the new Controller, is not known 
here outside of the circle of Boston men. He 
is spoken of as young fer the place, being only 
29 years old, but as having demons 
ability to fill an executive office with pe ene Peer 
discretion. The successor of Mr. Maynard must 
come prepared with 4 good share of ability and 
with industrious habits, unless he is indifferent 
about his official reputation. Since the change 
of administration the office force has beer re- 
duced from 120 to 65 clerks, and at the begin- 
ning of the tiscal year a further reduction will 
leave the force at 55 clerks. Yet while the force 
has been reduced about one-half the work of the 
office, which has been as much as six years in 
arrears, has been so mastered that it is nearly all 
“up.” This admirable result has been reached 
without any flourish of trumpets, although the 
aggregate reduction of expense will amount, 
at the beginning of the fiscal year, to 
$20,000 in the annual expenses of the bureau. 
Mr. Butler will have the assistance of 
Deputy Controller R. R. MeMahon, one of the 
most methodical, thorough, and industrious of 
bureau officers, and one to whom Mr. Maynard 
has repeatedly alinded as his efficient supporter 
in the measures of reform he had undertaken to 
~~ in practice. Itis understood that Mr. But- 
er’s appointment will be very gratifying to 
Representative P. A. Collins and other Demo- 
crats of his stamp. The candidate was here yes- 
terday, and called upon Mr. Maynard. Later 
on the President and Assistant Secretary dis- 
cussed Mr. Butler’s candidacy, the result being 
that the office was tendered to him. He left for 
Boston at once, and this afternoon telegraphed 
his willingness to accept the appointment. 

Mr. Moseley, who is chosen to be secretary of 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission, is a 
member of the Massachusetts Legislature, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Railroads, a lumber 
dealer, and a large shipper, and is spoken of as a 
man with good business sense, executive abili- 
ty, and considerable familiarity with the 
processes of inter-State commerce. 


Secretary Fairchild has determined to protect 
claimants before the Treasury Department from 
the extortionate demands of attorneys. To-day 


he ordered the cancellation of a check issued in 
payment of the back pay and bounty of a sol- 
dier which was held by an attorney in order to 
secure what the Secretary considered an exorbi- 
tant and illegal fee. The Secretary then direct- 
ed that a Mp hanes. check be issued and sent 
direct to the claimant. He says that this course 
will be adopted in all cases where the attorney 
asks more than fair compensation for his legal 
services.

The Acting Second Controller of the Treasury 
has many claims for sea duty pay filed by naval 
officers for duty on receiving ships. It appears 


that nearly all the officers who ever served on 
board receiving ships or vessels not regularly 
on sea duty are applying for sea pay. Several 
of these cases will be decided in a few days. 
They will doubtless be disallowed, as it has 
been many times held by the accounting officers 
that such service cannot be construed as sea 
service.

The reports of the appraisal boards of the sev- 
eral navy yards are beginning to arrive at the 
Navy Department, and the sales of the old 


material at publie auction will take place this 
Spring. There will be nearly $2,000, worth 
of material sold. The appraisal of the equip- 
ment stores alone has been received from the 
New-York Navy Yard. This obsolete stuff cost 
the Government over $45,000 and it is appraised 
at only $11,000, which is considered much more 
than will be realized from its sale. Within a 
week an advertisement will be issued announcing 
the date of the sales at the Norfolk, Washington, 
and Boston Navy Yards. ? 


Chief Clerk Youmans thas before him a claim 
of $125 for extra pay demanded by certain em- 
ployes of the New-York Custom House for ser- 


vices after hours. The payment of the sum 
claimed will probably be denied. The claimants, 
being employed by the month, cannot receive 
pay other than their stipulated salaries, no 
matter what extra work may be done by them.

THE GETTYSBURG ORATION. 


WHEN AND WHERE LINCOLN WROTE HIS 
FAMOUS SPEECH. 

RockForpD, Ill, April 19.—The Register 
last night printed a letter from Gen. James 
Speed, of Louisville, which strongly disputes the 
ancient yarn concerning the circumstances 
under which Lincoln wrote his famous 
Gettysburg oration. The old story was re- 
eently given a new lease of life by the 
New-York Sun, one of whose correspondents 


got it with many artistic details from the Hon. 
Edward McPherson, who said that he rode beside 
Mr. Lincoln on thé trip to Gettysburg and that 
the President wrote the oration on his knee 
while traveling. The Register says: This is all 
very surprising and all that, but a straight 
fiction and the Daily Register will have to be 
the first to dispel the illusion. In read- 
ing this statement Dr. Sutherland recalled 
@ conversation he had held some years ago with 
Gen. James Speed, who was Lincoln's Attorney- 
General and one of his nearest advisers. In this 
conversation the Gettysburg oration was 
brought. up and Dr. Sutherland’s recollection 
was entirely different from the published ac- 
counts. He thereupon wrote to the venerable 
ex-Attorney-General, who is still living in Louis- 
ville, Ky., engaged in the practice of law, and in 
response received the following letter, which 
clearly disputes the statement which 1s going 
the rounds: 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 13, 1887. 

Dr. John R. Sutherland: 

DEAR SIR: Yours of the llth inst. to hand this 
morning. I was not in Washington at the time Mr. 
Lincoln made his Gettysburg speech and only know 
what he told me of. He said that he partially wrote 
it before he left Washington, and finished it up after 
arriving at Gemyenere., I do not think the article

AMUSEMENT BUSINESS HURT. 

CuicaGco, April 19.—A movement is on 
foot to make up a case to test the determination 
of the railroads not to grant special rates to the- 
atrical companies.

1s understood to be contemplating bringing her 
season to a close atonce, Dixey, as was stated 
in THE TIMES on Monday morning, has abanp- 
doned his proposed trip to San Francisco rather 
than pay $15,000 traveling expenses, where half 
that sum was counted on to carry the company to 
the coast and back. Col. McCaull, who has here- 
tofore paid about $300 for the transportation of 
his company and baggage from Chicago to New- 
York, will have to pay $1,600 when he leaves 
here on the night of April 30, unless he gets @ 
special rate and takes the consequences. 

Itis said that a number of companies havé 
sent their baggage to storage warehouses in 
New-York and are traveling about the country 
with little more than the strolling players of a 
century ago burdened themselves with, trusting 
to the resources of local play houses to help 
them out. One effect of the law is likely to be 
an overwhelming demand for dates in New-York 
and a few big cities and a scarcity of attractions 
in smaller cities and towns.

A FATAL MIDNIGHT PLUNGE ON THE 
NEW-YORK CENTRAL. 
ALBANY, April 19.—The Western ex 

on the New-York Central and Hudson River 
Railroad, due in this city at 2 o’clock A. M., ran 

into a landslide at a bend in the road about mid 
way between East Creek and St. Johnsville laat 
night. The earth became loose last evening and 
slid down, covering all four tracks for a distance 
of 120 feet to a depth of from four to six feet, 
The widnight express came thunderirg along at 
the usual rato of speed. East Creek was passed 
on time, 11:45 c’clock, aud the first indication 
of any trouble was the severe shock felt through 
the train by the ongizs pinnging into the mass 
of clay and dirt.

THE MAYOR MAY BE LED, 
BUT NOT DRIVEN. 


@WHAT HE TOLD, A SELF-APPOINTED 
DELEGATION OF POLITICIANS AS TO 
THE FILLING OF VACANCIES. 

Mayor Hewitt, while at his office in the 
City Hall, has been 80 free from the importunt- 
ties of the politicians with respect to the present 
and prospective vacancies in the various city 
departments as to have excited the comment of 
many people. Tne secret of the forbearance on 
the part of the local leaders leaked out yester- 
day, when it was discovered that, in place of 
bothering the Mayor at his office, committees of 
the various local organizations had visited him 
at his residence.

AN AQUEDUCT ACCIDENT. 


ONE MAN KILLED AND SIX INJURED 
AT A SHAFT NEAR SING SING. 

An explosion occurred about 1:30 o’clock 
gesterday morning at Shaft No. 2 ofthe new Cro 
ton Aqueduct, about four miles from Sing Sing, 
which resulted in the death of one manand the 
wounding of six others, some of whom were 80 
sadly injured that they will probably die. The acci- 
fent occurred in the north heading, about 1,500 
feet from the shaft. There were 13 men at 
work under James Whalen drilling for a blast. 
Suddenly there was a terrific explosion and the 


air in the tunnel was filled with flying rocks and 
firt. All the men available were at once sent to 
the rescue. They soon brought out seven vic- 
tims, who, with the exception of one, who was 
already dead, were wrijhing in agony, and who 
were placed in the boarding houses and made as 
comfortable as possible until Dr. Charles S. Col- 
lins could be summoned from Sing Sing. 
MForeman James Whalen, who was about six 
feet away from the spot when the explosion 
took place, escaped without ascratch. He at- 
tributed the explosion to a part of an unex- 
plodea dynamite cartridge, which had been in 
one of the holes blasted the previous day, be- 
ing struck by the drill and set off by the con- 
cussion, Percy Brigham, foreman of Shaft No. 
2, agreed with Whalen that a part of an old 
cartridge had been struck by the drill. He 
thought it possible that the cartridge might 
have been frozen when it was putin, and dur- 
ing the 18 or 20 hours it had remained there 
until struck by the drill it had had ample time 
to thaw out and be liable to explode. 

John Coyne was taken out dead. He had been 
wounded in many places, chiefly about the head, 
neck and chest. The injured men were: Andrew 
Gumbush, who was so burned about the tace 
and eyes that he wiil be sightless hereafter; he 
also had several fractures of the frontal bone 
and wounds onthe neck and hands; James Mc 
Cormick, who was badly wounded by flying stones, 
and burned on the face and neck. Isaac Kelsey, 
who was burned on his neck, face and eyes, and 
had some bones broken; David Wilson, who was 
burned on the left hand and forearm, and re- 
ceived several ugly cuts. Michael Dudash, who 
Was severly bruised and internally injured; 
Frank Gilhooly, whose right thigh was burned 
and lacerated. They were all sent to St. 
Francis’s Hospital. in this city. Coroner George 
Sutton, of Sing Sing, held an inquest in the case 
of John Coyne, when a verdict of accidental 
death was rendered.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT, 


UNABLE TO AGREE. 

Cuicaco, April 19.—A few days ago the 
managers of the roads between Chicago and 
St. Paul and Minneapolis met in this city 
and appointed a committee of five to go 
to Washington and make an appeal to the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission for a sus- 
pension of the long and short haul section of the 
new law on the St. Paul and Minneapolis 
through business, in order to enable them 
to meet lake and water competition. 


Since the committee has been appointed 
such differences of opinion regarding the ad- 
visability of making such application have 
arisen between the various roads that it 
has given up the idea of going to Wash- 
ington. This resnlt, it is claimed, was 
brought about by the Milwaukee and St. Paul, 
which very reluctantly submitted to the propo- 
sition in the first place, and ultimately 
came to the conclusion that it had noth- 
ing to gain by joining the other roads 
in making the application. It 1s understood, 
too, that one or two of the other lines have ar- 
rived at the same conclusion as the Milwaukee 
and St. Paul and were only too glad to get out 
of the scheme. 

Another reason for dissatisfaction was the 
action of the Wisconsin Central, the officers of 
which went before the Commissioners last Sat- 
urday and urged the suspension of the long and 
short haul section in favor of St. Paul and 
Minneapolls. While the suspension of that 
section would, no doubt, be a most 
desirable thing for the Wisconsin Central, 
which has no extensions west from 
St. Paul or Minneapolis, the case is different 
with the Milwaukee and St. Paul, Northwestern, 
and Roek Island Roads. These lines reach 
points beyond the St. Paul and Minneapolis by 
direct routes from Chicago, which points would 
seriously suffer it St. Paul and Minneapolis were 
allowed to make through rates regardless of the 
long and short haul provision.

TENANTS FLEE FROM FIRE. 

A kerosene lamp burst shortly before 5

On the fourth 
floor John O. Keegan remained to save his bed-

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ONE WITNESS ARRESTED. 


AS THE RESULT OF THE INQUEST IN 
THE RAHWAY MURDER CASE. 


Coroner Terrill and a jury of eleven men 
began investigating the Rahway murder mys- 
tery yesterday morning, and kept it up all day, 
with a short recess for dinner. The court sat in 
a dingy upper room of the City Hall,and was 
terribly deliberate in its proceedings. It re- 
viewed painfully and with dignity all the de- 


tails of the finding of the body, the position of 
the egg basket, fur cape, parasol, and valise, and 
the clerk took #'|l the testimony down in long 
hand, which co: su ned a great deal of time. The 
prosecuting att: rm>y was present a part of the 
time, but took uo part in the proceedings, 
Eleven witnesses were examined, and all contra- 
dicted each other flatly on all essential points as 
to whether there were distinctive footprints 
near the body when it was discovered. 

Alfred Worth, who ran upin the body as he 
was going to work on March 26, thought the 
footprints he saw around the spot were those of 
@ man named Dunbam, who had been at work 
several days before repairing a fence along the 
avenue in which the murdered girl lay. Frank 
Worth, who was early at the scene, said he saw 
footmarks on the sidewalk near the body which 
appeared to be the tracks of male and female 
feet. There also appeared to have been a scuftle 
some 10 feet from the body. Worth noticed a 
buggy track in the centre of the sidewalk, and 
saw the marks of horse’s hoofs next to the fence. 
John E, Dunham disposed of the wagon tracks 
by showing that they were made by his own con- 
veyance while he was repairing the fence. Dr. 
Victor Mravlag, of Elizabeth, who made a post- 
mortem examination of the body, gave the re- 
sults of thatexamination, which showed that the 
girl had not been assaulted and had never been 
a mother. 

The sensation of the day was caused by the 
testimony of William Rubeck, who lives at Mil- 
ton, ashort distance from the spot where the 
murder was committed. Rubeck had lived in 
Rahway since 1879, and at Milton for the past 
15 months, but he was unable to remember the 
names of the streets, and pretended ignorance 
of the names or identity of his next door neigh- 
bors. Rubeck said he was on his way to Blood- 
good’s felting mills, where he works, as early as 
6 o’clock that Saturday morning. He usually 
went to work by way of Jefferson-avenue, and 
was going that way on the morning in question 
with a woman named Sadie Van Ness, who is 
emp.oyed in thesame mill. For some reason 
he turned off up Central-avenue, while 
his companion ursued her way along 
Jefferson-avenue, e had not gone 25 feet 
when he saw the body of the gir! lying at the 
side of the road. He was still a good distance 
from the girl, and he did not know whether she 
was drunk or murdered, but the sight frightened 
him so as to make him turn and run back into 
Jefferson-avenue. On being asked why he had 
not gone up to the woman to find out what the 
matter was he said he ‘‘was scart.” The wit- 
ness contradicted himself constantly when sub- 
jected to the cross-fire of the questions of some 
of tbejurors. He said he had gone to bed on the 
night preceding the finding of the body at9 
o'clock. His wife was out. He waited quite a 
whils for her tu come home, and then went to 
sleep. Hedid not know when she came home. 
He said he did not know the Froats, and then 
said he did. He had no companions at all, and 
never traveled with any one. 

Coroner Terrill was so impressed by the insin- 
cerity of this witness that he put him under ar- 
rest. People who know kKubeck say the 
worst that can be said of him is that heisa 
great coward. The Coroner, however, proposes 
to call a number of the people with whom Ru- 
beck is said to have conversed concerning the 
tragedy. Constable Raphael G. Harris said he 
was notin possession of any clue which would 
lead to the murderer’s identification. 

The casket containing the remains of the un- 
known girl was placed in a receiving vault of 
the cemetery yesterday. The inquest will be 
continued to-morrow morning. 

The city authorities were angry last night 
about the fact that through the silly blunder of 
one of the county officers they were kept in en- 
tire ignorance of the two scars upon the dead 
body. They sent out circulars stating that the 
murdered girl was of ‘“‘perfect form, with no 
scars Or marks on the body.” They also wrote 
several huudred letters and telegrams to the 
same effect. The physicians who performed 
the ost-mortem examination say they 
thought the police authorities and_ the 
Mayor knew all about the two scars. They, 
however, acknowledge that Coroner Terrill di- 
rected them to make no statements about their 
investigations and the police certainly did not 
know about the big scar on the leg until a re- 

orter told them about it. Chief Tooker and 

{fayor Daly began hunting over their letters and 
telegrams last night to seeif any of the writers 
had correctly located the scars. 

Rubeck was allowed to go home last night 
after he had promised to attend the inquest to- 
morrow. 


OBITUARY. 


CHERIF PASHA. 

A dispatch from Cairo announces the 
death there of Cherif Pasha, at one time Prime 
Minister of Egypt. Cherif Pasha was the son of 
the late Izet Mollah, and at the time of his 
death was 69 years of age. After receiving a 


careful private education he was sentifor sey- 
eral years to the Egyptian college of Kankha. 
After leaving the college he was sent to France 
by Mehemet Ali as one of the companions 
of the ex-Khédive, Ismail Pasha, and the 
Princes Ahmed, Halim, and Hussein. Cherif 
Pasha, after a few years spent at Paris, 
joined the French Army as Sub-Lieutenant, and 
was recalled to Egypt on being promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant. In the Egyptian Army he 
was given the rank of Captain, but being dissat- 
isfled with the service he retired, and for 
several years was attached to Prince Halim. On 
the accession of Said Pasha he re-entered the 
army and, being appointed Aide-de-Camp of 
Suleiman Pasha, married his commander’s 
daughter, but was soon after dismissed from 
the army for a trifling cause. Again re-enter- 
ing the army he was raised from rank 
to rank and was soon intrusted with 
the Portfolio of Foreign Affairs. He was 
afterward made Minister of the Interior and 
ot Public Instruction. He subsequently held 
every portfolio except that of Secretary of War. 
On one occasion, during the absence of the Khé- 
dive, he was made Regent. After Tewfik Pasha’s 
accession Cherif Pasha avoided politics, and lived 
apparently to enjoy the society of his family and 
his only pastime, duck shooting.

He was 65 years old, and had spent 30 years in 
the service of the Government as a clerk in the navy 
yard. 

Robert 8. Menamin, well known to printers 
and newspaper publishers throughout the United 
States and Canada, died last evening at his residence 
3,811 Spruce-street, Philadelphia, in the fifty-fourth 
year of his age. 

Ex-Congressman Archibala J. Weaver died at 
his home, in Falls City, Neb., on Monday night, of 
pneumonia and inflammation of the brain. He was 
anative of Pennsylvania, and was born April 15, 
1844. After studying law at Harvard he was ad- 
mitted to the Massachusetts Bar in 1869, and at 
once removed to Falls City, Neb., where he estab- 
lished a good practice. He was a member of the Ne- 
braska Constitutional Convention of 1871 and of the 
State Constitutional Convention of 1875, in'which 
year he was elected Judge of the First Judicial Dis- 
trict of the State.

LOCAL PARTY QUARREIS 


CAPT. OREGAN’S OPPONENIS 
TOO STRONG FOR HIM. 

THE COUNTY COMMITTEE ADOPTING THE 
PROPOSED AMENDMENTS — JOHN H. 
GRIMES WINNING HIS CONTEST. 

Although there were some leaders who 
did not expect that a quorum of members would 
attend last night’s meeting of the Republican 
County Committee, Grand Opera House Hall 
was well crowded 20 minutes before the com- 
mittee was called to order. The meeting was 
called to consider various amendments to the 
constitution of the organization drafted by a 
special committee, consisting of Col. 8. V. R. 
Cruger, James W. Perry, and Albert B. Price, 
who were empowered to devise ways and means 
to enforce discipline in the local organization. 
The amendments were the outcome of the failure 
to expel Capt. Cregan, the constitution requiring 
an affirmative vote of two-thirds of the members 
elected to expel any member of the County Com- 
mittee. 

It was after 8:30 o’clock when the Chairman, 
Mr. Elihu Root, called the committee to order. 
The fact that the meeting was the last one of the 
political year was noted. Police Justice Solon 
B. Smith sat in the first seat on one side of the 
middle aisle and City Marshal Richard M. Lush 


sat in the first seat on the other side of the aisle. 
Mr. Smith had no report to make from the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. Congressman Ashbel P. 
Fitch, the Chairman of the Committee on Ap- 
peals, submitted a report in the matter of the 
charges against John H. Grimes, the Republican 
leader in the First Assembly District. 

The committee found that although the place 
of enrollment was not opened at 8 A. M., nobody 
who desired to enroll was prevented from get- 
ting his name on thelist. Though the meeting 
to consider challenges was held at a different 
place, all who desired to appear were given 
notice; some did appear, and the place where the 
enrollment was held could not be procured for 
the next meeting. The John Gallagher who 
sought to act as an inspector was not the Jobn 
Gallagher who was elected as an enrolling offl- 
cer, and was therefore properly excluded. As to 
the allegation that only one duly elected in- 
spector appeared atthe timeof the opening of 
the enrollment and that he appointed four other 
enrolling officers, the committee is of the opin- 
ion, without approving of the regularity of the 
proceedings, that no actual injustice was done 
any person. In viewof these facts, the commit- 
tee decided that the enrollment should not be 
disturbed. The report wasunanimously adopted. 

The proposed amendments to the constitution 
Were then called up by Col. Cruger. H. C. Backus 
offered an amendment to the first amendment 
by providing that an attirmative vote of two- 
thirds of the members of the County Committee, 
and not a majority as suggested, shall be re- 
quired before any member can be expelled. Mr. 
Backus said that it did not appear to him to be 
just to require only a majority vote to expel a 
man. Col, Cruger opposed the amendment pro- 
posed by Mr. Backus. That and other sugges- 
tions had been considered andall had been voted 
down. The amendment was thereupon voted 
down, and theoriginal suggestion of Col. Cruger’s 
committee was adopted almost unanimously. 

Mr. Brodsky suggested that amendment No. 2, 
which provided that on an appeal involving the 
validity of an election the county might order a 
new election and designate five of its members 
to supervise it, should be made — to en- 
rollments and re-enroilments. Judge Ernest 
Halli thought that a majority of all the members 
of the County Committee should be necessary to 
order a new election in place of a majority of a 
quorum. Emigration Commissioner Charles N. 
Taintor opposed the two amendments. Mr. 
Brodsky finally withdrew his, and the amend- 
ment of Judge Hall was voted down. This and 
the other amendments were then adopted unani- 
mously. The third adds: ‘“‘Or who has been ex- 
ape: from the County Committee within a year 

hen last past” after the word “authority” in 
article 17. The fourth places ‘*‘majority” in 
place of “two-thirds” in the line next to the last 
in article 18. 

Capt. Cregan asked for the appointment ofa 
special committee of three to supervise ‘the 
primary election to be held next Friday night in 
the Sixteenth District. Leonard Hazeltine op- 
posed the motion unless it was provided that the 
roll of the district be also examined. He had 
heard that the roll had been fixed by the friends 
of the present district leader. In his opinion it 
would be undignified for the County Committee 
to supervise the primary election. 

The delegates cheered these remarks, and 
Capt. Cregan appealed to the Secretary to bear 
him out in the assertion that since last Septem- 
ber only 19 names had been added to the roll. 
Secretary Bellamy said that such was the fact. 
“That,” remarked Capt. Cregan, “shows how 
silly the statements of the gentleman who sits 
behind me are.” Mr. Hazeltine jumped to his 
feet and moved that Mr. Cregan’s motion be laid 
on the table. It was carried almost unanimously. 

City Marshal Lush, who from being an ally of 
Capt. Cregan has become a leader of the op- 
position, stated that the place of holding the 

rimary in the district had been changed from 

Rose Hill Hall to Stuyvesant Hall, where the 
meetings of Tammany and the County Democ- 
racy committees were held. Capt. Cregan 
said that the opposition had told the landlord of 
Rose Hill Hall not to rent it to him. 

Mr. Lush became excited at this, and pointed 
his hands at Capt. Cregan, shouting the while, 
“TIT know that man; I have worked with him, 
and I know that he will stoop to anything to 
carry a primary election.” 

Ex-Assemblyman John E. Brodsky remarked 
that the conversion of such an old political sin- 
ner and accomplice of Capt. Cregan at such a 
late day was undoubtedly a subject for con- 
gratulation, but he submitted that, considering 
all the circumstances, it was scarcely lg. te tor 
Mr. Lush to preach reform too loud. The motion 
to compel the holding of the primary in Rose Hill 
Halli was then put and carried. The delegates 
to the new County Committee will be chosen at 
the primary elections to be held on Friday. 

After the meeting John H. Grimes, of the First 
District, walked up on the platform and began to 
talk to Chairman Root about the troubles in the 
district. Frank Redmond, the leader of the de- 
feated opposition, listened and finally said to 
some statenient of Mr. Grimes: 

“‘When you say that you lie.” 

Grimes retorted, ‘* You lie yourself.” 

Both men glared at each other and Grimes was 
taken aside by Mr. Root, who said: “Don’t mind 
him John.” 

“Till see you outside,” shouted Redmond. 

“Anywhere yousay,” defiantly retorted Grimes. 

Both gentlemen were unhurt at midnight.

THE SILVER MANUFACTURERS COM- 


BINE TO RESIST THE KNIGHTS. 


A movement against the Knights of Labor 
and trades organizations generally was started 
yestorday in every silversmith’s shop in the city, 
and presumably throughout the country. 
This movement, which wiil have the 
most far-reaching influences, is due mainly 
to the strike of the chasers employed 
by the Whiting Manufacturing Company. 
Unless some compromise is reached before 6 
o’clock this evening, it willfhave the effect of 
shutting out every Knight of Labor who is em- 
ployed in the business. 

The action was taken in pursuance of an un- 
derstanding between the various establishments 
in the trade, who have long been awaiting a 
suitable opportunity to lanch a thunderbolt 
against the trades organizations. The result of 
the negotiations between the bosses was that at 
a certain hour yesterday a notice was posted in 
every manufactory in the trade, Heh sem from 
employment in the shops “ forever’ any person 
aiding or abetting the striking chasers in the 
Whiting Company. 

So careful were the heads of the various con- 
cerns interested that only enough circulars were 
ro to be sent around to the various shops. 

t is aimed directly against the Knights of Labor 
and the two.trades organizations to which sil- 
versmiths as a rule belong. The employers have 
long claimed to suffer grievous wrongs at the 
hands of the Knights. Irresponsible committees, 
not composed of employes of shops where re- 
quests were to be made, have demanded this, 
that, and the other thing, and some ndiculous and 
fanciful grievances have been laid before the 
bosses. The trouble in Tiffany’s silver depart- 
ment some time since, and latterly the strike of 
the Whiting chasers, led the bosses to make 
some organized resistance to these demands. 

The Whiting chasers wanted the concern to 
discharge five apprentices. The proprietors saw 
no reason for doing so and refused. Thereupon 
a strike was ordered, and now nearly all the men 
in the shop are out of work. The policy of the 
leaders in each strike has been to avoid trouble 
in other shops, and contributions for the support 
of the strikers have been pouring in from those 
of the trade at work who belong to the same or- 
ganization as the strikers. Soit was resolved 
that all the bosses should consolidate their in- 
terests and make the present strike a test case, 

The men in the silversmniths’ trade are fairly 
well organized. Most of them belong to the 
Knights of Labor. The chasers are affiliated 
with the brassworkers’ assembly, and the silver- 
smiths proper have an association called the 
Atlas. Occasionally a committee of brasswork- 
ers has been deputed to make demands in a sil- 
versmith’s shop. A meeting of the Atlas Associ- 
ation was held last night, but none of the mem- 
bera would say what programme had been de- 
cided upon. The shops in the city in which the 
notice was posted yesterday were the Gorham 
Manufacturing Company, 889 Broadway; the 
Whiting Manufacturing Company, Union-square 
and Sixteenth-street; Dominick & Haff, 860 
Broadway ; George W. Shiebler, 8 Liberty-street; 
Wood & Hughes, 16 John-street; Tiffany & Co., 
15 Union-square. In how many shops elsewhere 
the notice was posted was not known last even- 
ing. By to-day full particulars will be received 
by the committee in charge. 

The organization of the manufacturers is said 
to be on the most solid basis. The scheme was 
mooted some time since, but fell through. Late- 
ly, however, it was revived and put on a work- 
ing foundation. It is said that each manufact- 
urer will shut down his shop for any length of 
time if necessary, and there has been talk of 
each firm putting $10,000 in a pool as an ear- 
nest of no surrender. A TIMPs reporter called 
on one of the manufacturers last evening, and 
he said: 

“The Knights of Labor have themselves to 
blame for the outcome of their work. The em- 
ployers in the trade are determined, and the 
notice which was posted in every shop to-day is 
only the beginning of a long struggle. Every 
Knight of Labor who means to live up to the 
tenets of the order is barred ont under that no- 
tice. He cannot be a Knight and remain in any 
shop in this city, if indeed anywhere in the 
country. The bosses have been driven to this 
step. The minute the Knights settle a grievance 
in one shop they create trouble in another, and, 
by taking one shop atatime, they can bring 
their whole force in all the other shops to bear 
upon the shop they are fighting. The strikers, 
by the contributions of those who work, are 
saved from want, and striking becomes not a 
hardship, but a holiday. We willtake no further 
steps in the matter until we see what the 
Knights will do to-morrow.”

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R. SMITH’S RAG METHODS 


IMPORTERS SEEKING REDRESS 
IN THE COURTS. 

A SUIT AGAINST THE HEALTH OFFICER 
AND THE PEOPLE INTERESTED IN 
PATENT RAG DISINFECTION. 

A suit involving extensive commercial 
interests, $15,000 in cash, and the good reputa- 
tion of several business men, 98 well as the fair 
fame of Dr. William M. Smith, Heaith Officer of 
this port, came up yesterday in the Supreme 
Court, Part IL, before Judge Ingraham and a 
jury. From the slow progress made yesterday 
itlooks as if the case would occupy the atten- 
tion of the court for some days. Among the 
lawyers on hand yesterday were Kelly & Macrae, 
agsociated with W. Bourke Cockran, for the 
plaintiffs, and Goodrich, Deady & Goodrich, for 
the defendants. 

Tha suit is brought by William Lockwood and 
Emory W. McClintock against Edward B. Bart- 
lett, Albert CO. Woodruff, Henry E. Nitchie, and 
William M. Smith to recover the amount men- 
tioned in alleged damages. The complaint at 


tested by Mr. McClintock sets forth that, on or 
about May 30, 1885, Lockwood & McClintock 
imported and received from Japan, on the ship 
Vigilant, a large quantity of rags, 2,920 bales, 
and also by the bark Battaglia, from Leghorn, 
Italy, 150 bales. The consicnees were justly en- 
titled to the possession and control of the 
goods and would have had the same ex- 
cept for the wrongful acts and _ con- 
duct of the defendants. The defendants, 
with the exception of Dr. Smith, comprise the 
firm of EF. B. Bartlett & Co., warehouse men, 
and are also interested and engaged in the al- 
leged business of disinfecting rags. Dr. Smith, 
one clase states, “ with intent to wrong and in- 
jure plaintiffs, wrongfully and uniawfully con- 
spired and combined with said Bartlett & Co. to 
have said rags of plaintiffs on said vessels con- 
demned as unclean and infectious property, and 
to require said rags to be disinfected under the 

rocess used by said Bartlett & Co., so that said 

artiett & Co. would be able and entitled to 
charge plaintiffs therefor, and to hold and keep 
raid rags until such charges were paid.” 

The next clause reads: “That in furtherance 
of said wrongful conspiracy and combination, 
said Smith, under color of his said office, but 
wrongfully and unlawfully, caused said rags of 
plaintiff's, on and between June 5, 1885, and 
June 17, 1885, to be taken from said vessels and 
transferred to the place of business of said 
Bartlett & Co. for the pretended purpose of bav- 
ing the same disinfected, although said Smith 
and tne said Bartlett & Co. well knew that said 
rags were clean and free from any infectious 
matter, and were not at all dangerous to health 
and did not require to be disinfected.” 

The rags were held from the consignees be- 
tween June 5 and Oct. 1, 1885, and during that 
time “were partially subjected to a pretended 
process of disinfection which was ineffectual 
and worthless for any real purpose of disinfec- 
tien, and which greatly damaged and injured the 
rags, but which process was fraudulently and 
ecollusively approved of by said Smith with in- 
tent to give said Bartlett & Co. the control and 
monopoly of the disinfection, or pretended dis- 
infection, of rags, s0 that they might be able to 
charge and extort from plaintiffs and others 
large sums of money for such so-called disin- 
fection.” The plaintiffs entered protest in vain 
until the charges were paid. 

Mr. McClintock was the only witness on the 
gtand yesterday. Hisstory issubstantially this: 

The bark Exile, from Leghorn, arrived at this 

rt. Partofher cargo consisted of rags. On 
er arrival she was duly visited at Quarantine 
by the Health Officer, who gave her the usual 
Quarantine pass allowing her to proceed. The 
nonsignees of the rags had certificates regarding 
them made by the United States Consul at Leg- 
horn, setting forth the following: That on 
Oct. 31, 1884, the Consul had seen certain bales 
pf raga in the warehouse of the packer. The 
bales existed before cholera first broke out in 
Italy. They could not have been gathered or 
baled at or shipped from any infected place or 
Bny region contiguous thereto. The province 
had been free from the above or any other 
epidemic disease, and the introduction of rags 
into the city of Leghorn had been prohibited 
ince July 10, 1884, which date preceded 
hat of the breaking out of the epidemic 

in the kingdom of Italy. The goods shipped on 
the bark Exile were the identical bales he had 
personally verified on Oct. 31, ls84. These cer- 
tificates were presented to the Sanitary Bureau 
of the Board of Health, and the permit to lana 
the goods was issned. On applying at the Cus- 
tom House to enter the goods the consignees 
found that the Paper Stock Disinfecting Company 
had protested against the rag cargo being en- 
tered, onthe ground that althouch the bills of 
lading were dated in December, 1884, the goods 
had not been put on board of the ship until after 
the commencement of the following year, and 
that there was in existence an order of the 
Treasury Department that ‘dates of bilis of lad- 
ing should not be considered date of shipment 
without other evidence to verify.” In conse- 
quence, the Collector declined to allow the gouds 
to be entered. 

The consignees were surprised, and, going to 
Washington, laid the facts before Assistant Sec- 
retary Fairchild. They were met by Secretary 
Smith, of the Paper Stock Disinfecting Com- 

any, Who said he had a telegram from Health 

flicer Smith stating that he had not passed the 
rags in question. Assistant Secretary Fairchild, 
after the hearing, telegraphed tu the Collector of 
Customs that the rags could be landed with the 
approval of the proper health authorities. The 

ermit issued by the Board of Health was ex- 
hibited by the consignees at the Custom House 
and the goods were duly entered and permit 
issued by the Collector. A number of bales were 
discharged from the vessel and some placed in 
store when a policeman appeared and stopped 
the unloading. He took possession of the per- 
mit trom the Health Board. 

The consignees, very indignant, applied to the 
Health Department to learn what was meant by 
such a high-handed proceeding. They were toid 
that Dr. Smith had ordered the proceeding and 
were advised to go and see him. The consignees 
went at once to Quarantine, taking with them 
copies of the Consul’s certificates. Dr. Smith said 
he never had seen any certificates. Nevertheless 
the certificates were filed with the Board 
of Health when the permit to discharge was 
granted. Dr. Smith insinuated that the copies, 
not being certified to, might be fictitious, 
but he would take it for granted that they were 
allright. He said that in future he would like 
an affidavit from the shipper, made before the 
United States Consul of the port of shipment, 
that the rags had not been gathered in cbolera- 
infected districts, and that the person making 
the affidavit was a man of character and entitled 
to credit. He said he had heard that these rags 
had not been shipped prior to Jan. 1, 1885. 
When asked what that had to do with the ques- 
tion whether the goods wereinfected he made 
ne reply. 

He terminated the interview by appointing a 
meeting atthe Board of Health. He went trom 
Staten Island to the office of E. B. Bartlett & 
Co., and for some time was engaged there talk- 
ing at the telephone, presumably to somebody 
at the Baltic Stures in Brooklyn, as Mr. Bartlett 
loaned the company funds to operate its appara- 
tus there. wer age Segue fd Dr. Smith went to the 
Board of Health, but declined to see the con- 
signees. The permit to land the rags was hand- 
ed back to the consignees, and the goods were 
dniy discharged and duly delivered to the 
owners. 

The ship Vigilant sailed from Hiogo, Japan, 
Jan. 19, 1885, bound for this port. Part of her 
cargo consisted of about 1,200 tons of rags and 
100 tons of crude camphor. She arrived at 
Quarantine May 30, was duly visited and passed 
by the Quarantine Officer, came up to the city, 
and docked at Pier 45 East River. Accompany- 
ing the ordinary shipping documents was a dec- 
laration of the exporter, made before the United 
States Consul, that “the rags were domestic 
Japan rags, were not reshipments, and that 
they had neither been collected, packed. nor 
otherwise piaced nor passed through any district 
infected with cholera; or any other infectious 
disease.” The certificate made by the United 
States Consul further says that he personally 
knows the exporter making the declaration and 
that he had no personal or official knowledge of 
any case of cholera existingin Japan. The pa- 
pers were subinitted to the Board of Health on 

une 1, and the usual permit was granted. The 
bills of lading for these goods were all dated 

rior to Jan. 1, 1885, but the Collector, wanting 

urther evidence to substantiate them, the whole 
=" a was referred to Assistant Secretary Fair- 
eniid, 

One of the consignees called on the Assistant 
Secretary, and found there the Secretary of the 
Paper Stock Disinfecting Company, of the Baltic 
Stores, in Brooklyn. He requested that no ac- 
tion be taken by the department that day. He 
stated that the goods had not been passed by the 
health officers of this port; that he was prepared 
to prove that they were not on board of the 
vessel until after Jan. 1; that the camphor was 
not on board until after that date, and, the rags 
being perched on top of it, 1t was quite impossi- 
ble that they could have been put on board 
prior to Jan. 1. At the interview the next 
day with Assistant Secretary Fairchild 
there were present 8. B. Dutcher, E. B. 
Bartlett, and W. Scott Smith, Secretary of 
the Paper Stock Disinfecting Company. Mr. 
Dutcher appeared tobe and acted like a stran- 
ger to Messrs, Bartlett and Smithand did not 
enter into the discussion. The Captain of the 
vessel was present with hislog book. All the 
facts were presented. It was falsely stated that 
the consiznees had received @ permit, but the 
Bame had been revoked, whereas the fact was 
that they held a permit at that time. On the 
Way back to this city Mr. Dutcher and Mr. Bart- 
lett appeared to be very well acquainted. The 
Collector of Customs received a telegram the 

next morning from Washington ordering him to 
be governed in his action on the rag cargoes of 
the ships Vigilant and Weisenborn (the latter 
vessel from the same port and which arrived a 
few days after the Vigilant) by Health Officer 
—— 
ater on the consigneea ascertained that Dr. 

Smith had communicated wae Pag pr peer 

Recretary about the Exile, and in consequence 

the matter was left entirely in the hands of the 

Chief Health Officer. The Collector of the Port 
told the consignees to get «certificate from Dr. 
Smith that the rags were free infection, 
and that would end the matter. The cousignees 
thought this would be an easy Toatter, but wera 
Gisappointed. Dr. Smith positively declined to 
§ive them the writing required. 

The Collector wrote to Dr. Smith and received 


from 


alongreply. In this letter Dr. Smith said that 
ata general Board of Health meeting it had 
been decided that all rags imported should be 
disinfected. He said that the Boston Board of 
Health had in June (after the arrival of the 
Vigilant) ordered that ‘‘on and after that date 
all rags arriving from any foreign port shall, 
before being discharged, be disinfected.” The 
letter concluded: “It seems, therefore, advisa- 
ble that for the present the rule for disinfecting 
rags should be general, and for reasons whic 
have been set forth the rags on the Vigilant and 
Weisenborn should not be an exception to the 
Tule.” 

In consequence of this letter the Collector re- 
fused to allow the goods to be entered, but grant- 
ed a general order to the we to discharge her 
cargo and to send, on bonded lighters, to the Bal- 
tic Stores for disinfection all rags for which no 
permit had beenissued. The consignees entered 
a protest with the Heaith Commissioner of 
Brooklyn and stated that they held a permit to 
land in this city. The original certificate that 
Dr. Smith gave for the goods on the Vigilant was 
changed to read: ‘Rags per ship Vigilant from 
Hiogo, Japan, to be disinfected are from a chol- 
era-infected port.” The consignees had to _ob- 
tain injunctions in Brooklyn to restrain the Dis- 
infecting Company from handling the rags in 
dispute, but the proceedings were finally aban- 
doned on account of the intense opposition. The 
witness gave the substance of various interviews 
with Dr. Smith bearing on the case. 

The bark Battaglia arrived early in June with 
450 bales of rags, and was duly passed at Quar- 
autine. She wasrated ascomingundera circular 
issued by the Secretary of the Treasury June 
10. The Health Officer again declined to do any- 
thing to aid the importers, and the vessel was 
ordered discharged by the Collector of the Port 
under generalorder. The proceedings inthis case 
about disinfecting the cargo were similar to the 
other instances. 

The case will be resumed this morning. 


HONORED FOR GOOD WORK. 


A TESTIMONIAL PRESENTED TO 
INTENDENT MURRAY. 

The room usually used for the trial of 
delinquent officers at Police Headquarters was 
crowded, yesterday afternoon, when the Society 
for the Prevention of Crime presented Superin- 
tendent Murray with a testimonial of its appre- 
ciation of his efforts in enforcing the laws against 
gambling and liquor selling. Among those pres- 
ent were the Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby, the Rev. 


Dr. Sola Mendes, Samuel Colgate, Morris K. 
Jesup, the Rev. Dr. Thompson, C, E. Gildersieeve, 
D. J. Whitney, Excise Commissioners Wood and 
Von Glahn, Inspectors Dilks, Steers, and Byrnes, 
Isaac Bell, W. L. Brown, and Police Commission- 
ers French, Voorhis, Porter, and McClave. 
Superintendent Murray was received with ap- 
plause when he was broughtinto the room. Dr. 
Crosby then arose and spoke as follows: 

“Itis my pleasant duty and gratifying honor 
to represent the Society for the Prevention of 
Crime in offering to you, Superintendent Mur- 
ray, aslight testimonial of their profound ap- 
preciation of your high merits. Our society was 
established 10 years ago to assist, as far as lay- 
men could, in the enforcement of the criminal 
laws. In this purpose we have had the hearty 
co-operation of all the officers of the law in the 
city. We have not departed from the beginning 
from this one principle. We have especially 
turned our attention to the breaches of the gam- 
bling and the excise laws. In these 10 years we 
have become cognizant of the whole condition of 
our city in its criminal relations. We have un- 
derstood, better than others not in office, the 
dangers arising from these things and the diffi- 
culties in the way of controlling them. We sym- 

yathize with the officers of the law in their ef- 

orts and their necessary failures. Hasty per- 
sons are ready to condemn, forgetting that, with 
the best efforts, circumstances are such as to 
baffle workers. Our experience is that the police 
are not excelled by the police of any other city 
inthe world. Wesay without flattery that we 
have found the Police Department ever ready to 
second our wishes and ever anxious to promote 
our aims.” 

After declaring thatthe laws and the lack of 
courtroom were to blame for the apparent fail- 
ures of the police, Dr. Crosby addressed himself 
more especially to the Superintendent, paying a 
warm tribute to his promptitude,vigor, and fear- 
lessness in enforcing the laws. ‘ We look upon 
you,” he said, ‘as one who cannot be turned by 
intimidation nor corruption. We know that the 
city of New-York depends upon you, and there 
is no man in it who to-day stands in a more pop- 
ular position than William Murray.” 

Inspectors Dilks and Steers then puiled down 
a silk flag and revealed the testimonial. It was 
an engrossed parchment framed in carved oak, 
and expressing in a few words the society’s ap- 
preciation of the Superintendent’s labors. ‘* We 
present to you this simple memorial,” said Dr. 
Crosby, ‘** which we trust you may ever preserve 
asamark of our sincere affection for a man 
without shame and without reproach.” 

Superintendent Murray rose amid hearty ap- 

lause and said that he felt that a great honor 

1ad been paid him. ‘‘Advancement to my pres- 

ent position,” said he, “‘ has been obtained step 
by step, and I have a good familiarity with the 
paficres 6 of crime.

WHEAT SPECULATORS DELUDED, 
What was supposed on Monday to bea 
break in the famous May wheat deal turned out 
yesterday to be a cruel hoax, involving conse- 
quences that cannot easily be reckoned in 
figures. If the man who sent a dispatch from 


Chicago on Monday to H. B. Hebert & Co., say- 
ing that Leszynsky had sold 3,000,000 bushels 
of wheat, had been on the floor of the Produce 
Exchange yesterday he might have found Weat- 
ern methods of dealing out justice suddenly 
transplanted. No one pretends to estimate how 
many men were caught by the dispatch or what 
losses were involved. Wheat broke 14 cents, 
and everybody raved when word came that the 
dispatch was bogus. It bore the initials R. W. 
C., which were construed to mean R. W. Clark, 
his house being the Chicago correspondents of 
Hebert & Co. Immediately large sales were 
ordered here. News of the break soon reached 
Chicago. Hebert & Co. and Clark & Co. had 
further telegraphic correspondence, and the 
forgery was exposed. Both houses at once 
started a vigorous and indignant search for the 
forger. His dispatch had broken the Chicago 
market as well as this one. 

Members of the Exchange didn’t know of the 
forgery until yesterday, when Clark & Co.’s de- 
nunciatory telegram was posted on the bulle- 
tins. Then they beganto howl for gore and to 
scramble into the swim again. Some got deeper 
than they would have done but for the flurry, 
and as wheat did not fully recover from Mon- 
day’s blow, a fresh mass of imprecations were 
leveled against the forger at the close of busi- 
ness.

CAPT. EVANS DISAPPEARS. | 


AND WITH HIM A LOT OF MONEY ANDA 
PRETTY PASSENGER. 

A young woman of trim figure, regular 
features, and deep blue eyes startled the sailors 
of the American ship Grandee as she walked 
out of the cabin soon after the vessel sailea from 
Hong-Kong, just 100 days ago. No one had 
seen her come on board and no one knew thatany 
freight more precious than tea was to be carried 
on the long voyage. Then word was passed 
along that she was the wife of the Captain, whose 
name is H, T. Evans. The young lady was bright 


and agreeable and not above saying a pleas- 
ant word to the tars she met on the ship’s deck. 
They were all pleased with her, and had the ship 
been wrecked, 32 strong arms would have been 
ready to assist the Captain’s two in saving the 
lady. She was of the German type, but exceed- 
ingly vivacious and active. No storms kept her 
below, and no day was black enough to darken 
the sunshine of her smiles for the Captain and 
his crew. 

The Grandee arrived in port a week ago Mon- 
day, and the good ship dropped anchor off 
Robbin’s Reef Light. The sailors went to bed, and 
the usual watch was dispensed with. Early 
next morning, when the crew came on_ deck, the 
or lady was nownere to be seen, Not a sailor 

Jas seen hersince. They wondered what had 
become of her, but of course sailors could 
not ask their master about such a matter. 

Patrick Burns, a Whitehall boatman, could tell 
something of her movements. He had rowed 
alongside the Grandee in obedience to a signal 
trom her Captain, and the lady had been bundled 
down into the small craft. The Captain followed. 
The lady seemed to be neryous, but the Cap- 
tain soothed her. Burns rowed them ashore 
and landed theminthe city. That is the last 
that has been seen of the woman. 

On Tuesday the vessel was docked at Pier 
47 East River, and the work of unloading be- 

an. Capt. Evans called upon his friend Thomas 

. Rush, of 28 Hamilton-street, and asked him to 
come down next day and go over the sailors’ ac- 
counts with him, previous to paying them off 
at the Shipping Commissioner’s office. Rush 
agreed, but the avpointment was not kept by 
Capt. Evans. Capt. Jacobs, who owns the great- 
er part of the Grandes, and who made Evans 
her commander, met the Captain of the Grandee 
on her arrival. He gave Evans a considerable 
sum of money with which to pay the crew, as 
is often done by owners who have implicit trust 
in their Captains, and named an hour when 
they should meet and go over the accounts of 
the ship together. This appointment was not 
kept, and when later it was found that the Cap- 
tain had not paid the men, itdawned upon him 
that he had been victimized, and that the Cap- 
tain had decamped. When Capt. Evans went 
ashore he took with him his personal effects. A 
painting of himself ana one of the lady with 
whom he crossed the sea he sent to Mr. Rush’s 
house, asking that they be preserved till he sent 
for them. As he walked from the dock that 
morning the sailors saw the last of him. After- 
ward they went down to the Commissivner’s 
office and learned that he had deposited no 
money for them. The agent of the ship was 
liable, however, to the sailors, aud at the proper 
time they received their pay. 

Capt. Jacobs, on looking over the ship’s ac- 
counts, found that he has lost in all through 
Capt. Evans nearly $5,000. There were short- 
ages in the freight accounts made on the other 
side of the world. In the accounts with sailors 
he had charged articles which had never been 
given'them and for which he had helped himself 
to the ship’s money. Capt. Evans was well known 
in this city. He was formerly a mate, but had 
made two voyages as Captain of the Grandee. 
Capt. Jacobs had complete trustin him. He is 
a Welshman by birth, and it isbelieved by friends 
who have vainly searched all the haunts he was 
accustomed to visit in this city that he hassailed 
for Europe with the woman from China, whom 
he had probably married. He had always been 
industrious, honest, and abstemious, and was 
accustomed to board at the Cherry-street Sailors’ 
Home, in this city. He has a light mustache 
and gray hair. As tothe woman, no one could 
account for her. It is not believed that he knew 
her before meeting her at Hong-Kong. His in- 
fatuation for heris believed by his acquaint- 
ances in New-York to have caused his defalca- 
tion. The pictures referred to were painted by 
a Chinaman, and the hair is made dark and a 
sort of Chinese twist of feature is given to the 
faces. Capt. Jacobs said that he should not work 
very hard to ascertain Capt. Evans’s where- 
abouts. 


AN UNDERGROUND SCHEME. 
aL Ere Se SS 
PLANS FOR RAPID TRANSIT WITH SOME 
NEW FEATURES. 

At the session of the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission yesterday at E. Ellery Anderson’s office 
in the Mutual Life Building four Commissioners 
were present, Messrs. Stanton, Thurber, 
Worthen, and Schultz. 

Rowland R. Hazard, of the New-York Under- 
ground Railway Construction Company, pre- 


sented an elaborate scheme, which includes four 
routes of so-called ‘superficial subway” rail- 
road, and one ‘‘marginal freight line” of 
elevated road. The scheme contemplates the 
building of all passenger lines, except ferry 
connecting lines, on the subway = sys- 
tem. This is made possible by improvements 
recently made in the mode of building cars, and 
by the use of noiseless partitions, electric mo- 
tors, and by a new system of ventilation. The 
cars, Which are to be of steel,run on wheels 
placed at the ends, thus allowing the body of 
the car to come within a few inches of the 
ground. The saving of space thus obtained 
makes it unnecessary to have the subways over 
919 feet indepth, doing away with the great objec- 
tion to underground roads, the encroachment 
upon the sewerage, gas, and steam registers. 

The routes proposed embrace one from Park- 
row and Broadway through Park-row and north- 
erly to the corner of Ninth-street and Fourth- 
avenue; one through Fifth-avenue, from Fifty- 
ninth-street to the Harlem River, and two other 
routes in the Twenty-third Ward. The fifth line, 
for freight, is planned to go round the entire isl- 
and on the water front, with switch lines to 
every pier. Mr. Hazard’s plans are indorsed by 
Adolf Ladenburg, of Ladenburg, Thalman & Co.; 
R. W. Cameron & Co., James T. Woodward, 
John H. Davis & Co., J. Coleman Drayton, and 
others. For connection with the ferries Mr. 
Hazard thinks surface lines with electric motors 
are adequate. 

The commission votea that the time for re- 
ceiving plans of routes be limited to April 30. 
It then went into private session. The next 
meeting will be to-morrow at 3 P. M.

NOTHING NEW IN THE TICKET 
COMMISSION WAR. 

WHAT IS THOUGHT OF THE PROPOSITION 
TO SELL WESTERN TICKETS THROUGH 
ASSOCIATION BROKERS. 

Another period of suspended animation 
marked yesterday the very curious war over 
commissions which is now interesting the East- 
ern and Western railroads. As usual, whatever 
aggressiveness marked tnis battle of Sleepy Hol- 
low came from the trunk lines, but it was not of 
a bloodthirsty nature. Trunk line agents simply 
declined to sell through tickets over most West- 
ern roads, and agenta of the Western companies 


tranquilly sold passage orders to whoever wanted 
them. 


The report telegraphed from St. Louis that the 
Western lines expected to make members of the 
American Ticket Brokers’ Association their 
agente caused something of astir. The repre- 
sentatives of the companies said they put little 
faith in it, but Mr, G. G. Lansing of the brokers’ 
association, said there was undoubtedly some- 
thinginit. “We oould give to the roads,” he 
said, “‘from 75 to 90 offices scattered through 
this part of the country. There are few, ifany, 


of the Western lines which have more than four 
agents in the territory east of the Mississippi 
and north of the Ohio, and so our help would be 
something worth the roads’ getting. The matter 
was broachec at St. Louis, and our Secretary has 
had a letter about it. There would be no danger 
that the tickets intrusted to us would not be 
perfectly safe, and our people may be trusted to 
maintain rates if they agree to do so. There 
wouldn’t be any trouble about bonds.” 

Commissioner Fink said yesterday that he 
had heard nothing new about the action of the 
Grand Trunk and Chieago and Grand Trunk 
Roads in reducing rates on dressed sheep. It 
was not a matter of much moment at any rate. 
Another railroad officer said he thought the 
Grand Trunk’s action was justifiable, because 
the classification of the trunk lines put too hign 
a rate on mutton and forced a shipper to pay for 
at least 20,000 pounds to a carload. That made 
the freight even higher than on beef, while the 
mutton brought no more in the market. Things 
were in rather an unsettled condition, and such 
a change as the one made by the Canadian line 
was not unnatural, 

The Inter-State Commerce Commiassion’s an- 
nouncement that it is nota bureau to answer 
conundrums greatly pleases the railroad men. 
They say that time is needed to put business 
on its regular footing again, and the less worry- 
ing people do about the inter-State commerce 
law and its effects the better it will be for ship- 
pers and common carriers alike. Passenger and 
freight traffic still continue light, and the agents 
find times very dull. 

Beyond the instructions authorizing their 
representatives to sell orders, the Western 
roads have had very little to say over the wires 
to their Eastern agents. This has had a good 
dealto do with making the commission fight 
such a quiet and orderly proceeding, but it has 
also been the cause of much wonder. More 
active measures have been expected all along, 
but they have failed to come to time. 

The New-York, Ontario and Western is still in 
the field as a friend of both the commission pay- 
ing roads and the others. The trunk lines ex- 
pect to bring itinto their camp before long. In 
spite of all the doubts about the legality of the 
immigrant business, it is still going on as it did 
before the new law went into effect.

TRANSIT COMPANY’S DEMAND. 


THE CITY AUTHORITIES ALONE TO PRO- 
TECT BROADWAY. 

The Metropolitan Transit Company’s 
projects were again before Judge Donohue yes- 
terday, inthe Supreme Court, Chambers. The 
question to be settled this time was whether the 
counsel for the Metropolitan Elevated Railroad 
Company, for the Broadway and Seventh-Ave- 
nue Railroad Company, and for the Broadway 
property owners would withdraw the motion 
to intervene, which they made previous to the 


decision of Judge Donohue allowing the Transit 
Company to amend its petition so as to give up 
its attempt to get the title to the city’s streets, 
through which it proposes to build a railroad, 
and only seek to obtain the right to use the 
streets. 

The following gentlemen appeared as counsel: 
Gen. George W. Wingate for the Metropolitan 
Transit Company, Assistant Corporation Coun- 
sel Thomas P. Wickes for the city, Julien T. 
Davies for the Metropolitan Klevated Railroad 
Company, Elihu Root for the Broadway and Sev- 
enth-Avenue Railroad Company, aud ex-Judge 
A. J. Dittenhoefer, E. N. Taft, Adolph L. Sanger, 
and Julien T. Davies for various owners of 
property on Broadway. All the counsel ex- 
cept Mr. Root and Mr. Taft, who appeared for E. 
B. Sutton, consented to accept Judge Donohue’s 
suggestion to withdraw the motion to intervene. 
Mr. Root handed Judge Donohue an order deny- 
ing the motion to intervene, and requested him 
to sign it, which he said he would do, the order 
reciting that the motion was made by the Broad- 
way and Seventh-Avenue Railroad only, and not 
by the other parties. Subsequently Mr. Taft's 
refusal to withdraw was noted, 

The legal situation of the transit project is 
now that Judge Donohue has refused to let any- 
body have anything to say in regard to the ap- 
pointment of the Commissioners who are to ap- 
praise the sum of money which the Metropolitan 
Transit Company is to pay the city for the use 
of Broadway and other streets in which it pro- 
poses to build its railroad, except the company 
and the city. as represented by the Corporation 
Counsel. The hearing will come off before 
Judge Donohue Saturday morning, in Supreme 
Court, Chambers.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE CLASSIS. 

The New-York Classis met yesterday at 
the Collegiate Dutch Reformed Church, Fifth- 
avenue and Twenty-ninth-street. The Rev. Dr. 
J. M. Dickson, the statistician, read a report 
which showed that the churches of the Classis had 
prospered during the year. They received 7,597 
communicants, an increase of 324 over the pre- 
vious year. The total contributons for the year 
were $52,907 for charitable purposes and 
$76,955 for church expenses. The increase was

$200, to the Huguenot Church on Staten Island, 
although Dr. Ormiston vigorously opposed the 
measure, contending that the church was not 
doing any work.

DIGGING INTO THE SUBWAYS. 


MR. STOKES, PROVES UNCOMMUNICATIVE 
ABOUT HIS INVESTMENTS. 

James W. Smith, President of the Con- 
solidated Gas Company, was the first witness 
called to the stand yesterday in the examina- 
tion before United States Commissioner Shields 
in the McMahon-Flynn subway suit.

It was proposed 
by Mr. Flynn that witness should make a cash 
subscription and take an interest in the com- 
pany. He bad believed from what he had heard 
at the company’s office that Edward 8. Stokes 


had subscribed pee? He understood that 
about $44,000 was paid by the subway company 
to the conduit company, $1,000 a mile to be 
given as compensation. 

Mr. Newell, the solicitor for the plaintiff, took 
Mr. Stokes in hand. Mr. Stokes was not in a 
communicative mood. He kept his eyes on the 
table before him and sometimes showed that he 
felt bored. When his examination was over he 
left the court roomin a hurry. He said that he 
and Mr. Flynn had talked about subway affairs. 
Mr. Flynn wanted him to take an interest in the 
enterprise, but he didn’t care todo so. “I think 
if I had hankered after an interest I could have 
had one,” said Mr. Stokes. 

“Did = put $3,000 in the company at the 
suggestion of Mr. Flynn?’ 

“No, I did not.” 

“Did you ever put up any money in the com- 
pany ?” 

“ Well, I’ve loaned considerable money.” 

“Do you think any of it went into the subway 
companies?” 

“Itmay. But I never took any interest my- 
— = ay company that Flynn had anything to 

0 with.” 

“Did Judge Miller ever join you in any loan?” 

“‘Mr. Lauterbach did all my business tor me.” 

“Did you ever make any subscription to the 
Construction Company ?” 

““ Well, it wouldn’t have surprised me if I had. 
But I don’t propose to tell anything further 
about what investments I have made or may not 
have made in telegraph and electrical matters.” 

Senator Ecclesine produced the contract he- 
tween himselfand Mr. McMahon, by which the 
Senator was to receive one-sixth of the total re- 
ceived by Mr. McMahon. It was dated Sept. 20, 
1886. Mr. Adler had itintroduced as evidence. 
Mr. Newellintroduced in evidence copies of the 
articles of incorporation of the Consolidated 
Telegraph and Electric Subway and the Ameri- 
can Insulated Conduit Companies and the cer- 
tificates of increases made in their capital stock. 

Rufus W. Leavitt, a Broadway real estate 
agent, who lives at Flushing, was put on the 
stand. Mr. McMahon had introduced him to Mr. 
Flynn as a prospective member of the Board 
of Trustees in the company that McMahon and 
Flynn were then forming. He understood that 
it was to be a company built up out of old com- 
panies. 

All that Mr. Leavitt said and most of the state- 

ents of the other witnesses were objected to by 
the big tableful of lawyers. The case goes on 
Friday at 11 A. M. 


TELLING ABOUT STRIKES. 


KNIGHTLY METHODS AS ILLUSTRATED IN 
HANAN’S SHOP. 


The summing up of the examination in 
the case against District Assembly No. 91, in 
the person of its Executive Board, for con- 
spiracy against O. M. Hartt, the ex-foreman in 
Gardiner & Estes’s shoe factory, was deferred 
yesterday at the Yorkville Court until to-mor- 
row. The examination in the case of John H. 
Hanan, of Hanan & Son, who also brings a 
complaint of conspiracy against John E. Gill, 
John Foster, and F. A. Bronnbauer, members 
of the Executive Board, was began. 

Mr. Hanan testified that on March 16 a com- 
mittee from Assembly No. 91 waited upon him 
at his office. Gill, the spokesman, said that a 
man in Hanan’s shop, William Dunphy, had re- 
fused to become a member of the Knights of 
Labor and demanded his discharge. Hanan re- 
ay that he had agreed to refer all disputes in 
1is shop to the * Grievance Committee” of his 
shop’s crew. Gill said that he would treat with 
no shop committee. Hanan then refused to 
discharge Dunphy. Gill called his attention to 
the fact that he had made an agreement in Sep- 
tember, 1886, to employ only union men. 
Hanan claimed thatthe agreement expired on 
Jan. 1, and besides, he had been advised by his 
lawyers that it was illegal, in that it was a com- 
bination to deprive without sufficient cause cer- 
tain men of their chance of employment. That 
day about 12 menin the stock room, half the 
foree there, struck. 

On March 21 the committee again waited upon 
Mr. Hanan and asked him if he would discharge 
Dunphy. Hanan refused, and the whole shop 
was ordered on strike. About 61 of the men 
went out, and from 50 to 100 were thrown out 
of work. By this strike, which has practically 
lasted ever since, his business was at first par- 
alyzed, and was now greatly inconvenienced. 
His loss he estimated at $2,500. 

During cross-examination Mr. Hanan described 
the strike in September, 1886, which had been 
ordered ostensibly fora change in wages. A 
member of the Executive Committee told him 
that if the wages of one or two men were raised 
a dollaror so to make it appear that the strike 
had not been useless and that the Knights had 
been recognized, the strike would be declared off. 
Mr. Hanan refused, as an agreement had been 
made between his men and himself and they were 
at that time satisfied. 

John F. Edwards, Hanan’s partner, was called, 
but Mr. Post declared that if his testimony related 
merely to the corroboration of Mr. Hanan’s ac- 
count of the meetings with the committees it 
might be admitted in rebuttal if needed, and the 
witness was dismissed. Mr. Post did not think 
there would be any dispute of what had been 
testified about those meetings. The hearing 
then adjourned to to-morrow morning at 10 
o'clock.
